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MEANING OF THE LOWER DESERTION RATE. 


Giving the official figures to sustain his arguments, 
the Adjutant General of the Army, in his annual report, 
comes out strongly against the policy of showing mistaken 
leniency to deserters and of restoring them to duty. His 
words should be read with great care by officers of the 
Army, who at any time may be called upon as members 
of a court or as reviewing authorities to pass upon the 
ease of a deserter. Readers of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL should be particularly interested in this report, 
for last spring we published two editorials on the subject 
of desertion, in which we pointed out the danger of 
restoring deserters to duty, not so much because the 
restoration would tempt the men themselves to desert 
again, but because of the injurious effect upon the other 
men of the Service of their finding men worthy only of 
reprobation carrying a rifle again in the ranks shoulder 
to shoulder with men who had always respected the oath 
they took at enlistment. So important dees the Adjutant 
General regard the subject of desertion that in an annua! 
report of seventy-eight pages he devotes fifteen pages, 
or nearly one-fifth, to the discussion of it. 

That the danger to the general personnel of the prac- 
tice of restoring deserters to duty in giving an impetus 
to desertion is not appreciated by officers of the Army is 
shown, General Ainsworth believes, “by the considerable 
number of such restorations that took place in the last 
fiscal year.” If the courts and reviewing authorities in 
those cases were influenced by the argument, commonly 
advanced by those who favor such restoration, that the 
young and inexperienced soldier who deserts does not 
fully understand the gravity of his offense or the danger 
to which it subjects him, and that the treatment of such 
offenders should be corrective rather than punitive, the 
Adjutant General thinks that they have been deceived 
by an argument based upon incorrect premises. The 
report says it is absurd to maintain that any young 
soldier who has passed the rigid recruit examination does 
not fully understand the serious nature of desertion and 
its consequences. From the very beginning of his service 
at the recruit depot all these things are repeatedly im- 
pressed upon him not only by the commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers in charge of him, but also by his 
more experienced comrades as well. “Any recruit,” says 
the Adjutant General, “who has passed through the 
present course of instruction at depot and has been a 
month in the ranks after assignment to a command knows 
what desertion means and what its consequences are as 
well as the oldest soldier in the Army knows them.” 

The inadvisability of restoring either apprehended or 
surrendered deserters to duty and to a status of honor in 
the Army is conclusively shown by the records, the 
Adjutant General holds. In the last fiscal year 444 men 
were retained in service after having been tried for 
desertion, and of these 100, or-22.5 per cent., had deserted 
by June 30 last, and it is certain, says the report, “that 
many more of the original 444 will desert as soon after 
the expiration of their terms of confinement as they find 
good opportunity to do so.” This high percentage of 
second desertion seems to General Ainsworth to prove 
clearly that undeserved clemency cannot fail to have a 
very injurious effect upon the Service at large in the way 
of encouraging other would-be deserters to take the step 
that they would not dare to take if they were convinced 
that in the event of desertion and capture they could not 
hope for any action by courts-martial or reviewing 
authorities that would enable them to escape full punish- 
ment or permit their restoration to an honorable status. 
“The treatment of the deserter should be governed neither 
-by vindictiveness toward him nor by a weakly sentimental 
regard for his interest,” says the Adjutant General. “It 


should be governed chiefly, if not entirely, by the interest 
of the military service.” This is an opinion that every 
officer should remember when» he comes to deal with 
cases of desertion. 

That the material decrease in the rate of desertion in 
the last year was not due to sentimental leniency toward 
deserters the Adjutant General has taken great pains to 
make plain. It was due almost entirely to the vigor with 
which the chase of deserters has been prosecuted in the 
last few years and to the realization by the soldier of 
the difficulties of avoiding capture. There were 3,464 
desertions during the year ended June 30, 1910. This 
number was 3.66 per cent. of the whole number of en- 
listed men in service or of enlistment contracts in force 
during that year. In the year preceding the percentage 
was 4.97, so that the gain is 1.31 per cent. This is the 
lowest number of desertions since 1899, when the per- 
centage was 3.22, as the following figures will show: 
1900, 4.09; 1901, 4.12; 1902, 5.00; 1903, 7.10; 1904, 
6.61; 1905, 6.70; 1906, 7.48; 1907, 5.62; 1908, 4.59; 
1909, 4.97. By taking the average enlisted strength as 
a basis, the improvement is still more marked, for then 
the percentage for 1910 would be 4.64, as against 6.70 
for 1909. 

Was this gratifying reduction brought about by the 
leniency toward deserters? General Ainsworth says 
emphatically no, It was “undoubtedly due to the con- 
tinuance of systematic and vigorous efforts to apprehend 
and punish deserters,’ he asserts. The wide distribution 
throughout the country of circulars containing personal 
descriptions of the deserters and the announcement of 
rewards was the chief contributing factor to this im- 
provement. The decrease in desertion has been noted in 
every branch of the Service, being most marked in the 
Engineers and the Field Artillery. There was also a 
considerable decrease in the Cavalry. Taking the per- 
centages of desertion by branches we find the following 
changes from 1909, the figures for 1910 coming first: 
Field Artillery, 4.72 and 7.03; Coast Artillery Corps, 
4.30 and 5.50; Hospital Corps, 3.15 and 4.18; Engineers, 
3.12 and 5.53; Infantry, 2.99 and 4.26; Cavalry, 2.97 
and 4.76, and all others, including unassigned recruits, 
5.21 and 5.48. There was a marked decrease in the rela- 
tive number of desertions among men in the first few 
months of their service and a decided increase in the 
number of desertions among men in the second and third 
years of their service and in their second enlistments. 

Making further comparisons, the Adjutant General 
considers the desertions in the British army. For the 
year ended Sept. 30, 1909, the percentage in that army was 
1.18, as against 3.66 in the U.S. Army and 5.50 in the 
U.S. Navy. He dismisses the claim of certain critics 
of our own military administration that the low desertion 
rate of the British army is due to the leniency with 
which desertion is treated, and that if deserters in our 
Army were treated with the same leniency our rate would 
be correspondingly lower, by saying: “It is well under- 
stood by those who know the facts that the reason why 
desertion is treated so leniently in the British army is 
that it occurs so infrequently, and not that leniency of 
treatment diminishes desertion.” From this one may 
well conclude that if our desertion shall fall to 1.18 Gen- 
eral Ainsworth will be among the first to suggest 
leniency. If we may take the liberty of seeking to add 
force to so forceful a review of -the subject of desertion, 
we might say that desertion in the British army has been 
an incident: with us it has been a problem. No lessons 
can be learned from the desertion rate in England unless 
one understands the difference between the enlisted men 
of that country and those of the United States in respect 
to their adaptability to the discipline and restraints of 
the military service, their early environment and training, 
their habits of respect for and obedience to superior 
authority, and their opportunities for obtaining more 
agreeable or better paid employment by desertion. Weight 
is given to this view by contrasting the rate of desertion 
among the American colored soldiers with that in Eng- 
land. In the United States the rate among white troops 
is 3.77 and among the colored only 1.35. Since both 
white and colored soldiers are treated exactly alike in the 
Army. the reasons for the few desertions among the 
colored soldiers are substantially the same as in the case 
of the British soldier. The remark of Secretary of War 
Proctor in his report for 1889 is quoted by the Adjutant 
General as pertinent now. In speaking of the difference 
between the white and colored enlisted men in the matter 
of desertion, Secretary Proctor said: “To the colored 
man the Service offers a career; to the white man too 
often only a refuge.” 

Taking up the argument of other critics that the way 
to check desertion properly is to make the Service so 
attractive that young men will not desert, and that when 
they do they should be restored to duty with little or no 
punishment, the Adjutant General remarks that the policy 
of minimizing punishment was pursued for years by the 
War Department, and the result was an enormous number 
of desertions annually and that no material improvement 
was brought about, notwithstanding many measures that 
were instituted to make the soldier's life more agreeable 
and attractive, until the present system of pursuing and 
punishing deserters was adopted. The condition of deser- 
tion, General Ainsworth insists, is still a grave one in 
the United States, and it can be successfully combatted in 
the Army only by the enforcement of measures that have 
proved successful in combatting crime in civil life, and 
these measures invariably include the systematic and 
vigorous pursuit of criminals and the just enforcement 
of the law with regard to them, “It is not contended 
here," says the report, “that clemency should never be 
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extended to a deserter, but it is contended that it should 
not be extended to him at the expense of keeping him in 
or restoring him to a status of honor in the Army, and 
thereby giving widespread encouragement to other men 
to yield to the temptation to desert. If the clemency is 
to be shown to the convicted deserter because of his youth 
and inexperience or for any other reason, it should be 
shown to him after he has suffered some material part 
of the punishment.” 
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Collier's Weekly published an article some weeks ago 
in which it was said that sailors of the U.S. Navy 


in some cases were so illiterate that they signed their: 


names with a cross. Readers of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL will recall that we took Collier’s very severely 
to task for this statement (issue of Oct. 15, page 171), 
and quoted from official circulars in which the enlisting 
of illiterates is expressly forbidden. Collier’s makes 
a half-way correction of its error, saying: “The editorial 
which we printed some weeks ago recommending an ex- 
tension of the educational facilities in the U.S. Navy 
has aroused considerable patriotic indignation, as is sure 
to happen whenever there is put forward the mere idea 
of improvements heing possible in any of our institutions. 
We have read these protests with care. As to illiteracy, 
it is a ‘fluke,’ and very rare, but it does happen. As to 
the main point, there is no doubt that some of the men 
in the Navy do take correspondence school work, but 
they pay a large price for it, and naturally cannot have 
as close and adequate direction as they should have. One 
Navy officer writes to us that the present policy of the 
Navy is ‘to try to fit men for continuous service, not to 
encourage the introduction of knowledge which does not 
benefit the Service.’ This statement needs little com- 
ment. Everything that will improve the outlook of the 
ordinary man, whether in the workshop or in the Army 
or Navy, will be an asset to our nation. If we make the 
intelligence of the average man higher and offer an in- 
ducement for him to enter the Navy and to secure a 
better education there than he does now, the Navy will 
be obviously of greater advantage to the country. The 
Germans have realized that if you make a man more 
intelligent and better educated his mind goes into the 
project and helps to strengthen his country. The blue- 
jackets to-day: are doing extra work in spite of lacking 
the help which they should receive. If much is being 
done without the correct organized effort, it is only a 
further demonstration that the very best organization 
ought to be offered to the men, The Y.M.C.A. is at 
present trying to organize just such work as we recom- 
mended. The criticisms which have been launched upon 
us do not bother us. As an old lobbyist once observed: 
‘It is only the dead who are never criticized.’’’ We are 
not sure whether Collier’s comment on the Navy officer’s 
letter is condemnatory or not, it is worded so evasively. 
However, if it is intended to be captious, it may be 
worth while to say that we trust it will always be the 
policy of the Department “not to encourage the intro- 
duction of knowledge which does not benefit the Service.” 
The work of the bluejacket touches so many depart- 
ments of activity that if by study he attains to a mastery 
of them he will have no time for subjects outside of 
them. The bluejacket has no time to study esoteric 
religions, the art of pgetry or architecture, etc., in these 
days when so many scientific questions are involved in 
modern seamanship. We take pleasure in reprinting the 
above correction by Collier’s, for it contains a refer- 
ence to the German system of instruction, a large part 
of which, as we have so often made plain in the Army 
AND Navy JouRNAL, finds the best material to work on 
in the men of the Army and Navy.

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In looking over the reports of the officers of the Army 
assigned to duty with state troops we began reading with 
some degree of hopefulness the criticism of Capt. C. A. 
Martin, 4th U.S. Inf., on the enlisting of negroes as 
cooks, as we thought we should hit upon a solution of 
the problem which has been troubling National Guard 
organizations for years and the key to which seems as 
far off as ever. Captain Martin calls attention to the 
right of the Government “to potential soldiers in return 
for the money expended on each individual in the Or- 
ganized Militia,’ and to the fact that these negroes, 
after enlistment as cooks, receive no military instruction 
and would be of no value except in their capacity as cooks 
or servants. Such persons, he holds, should be soldiers 
first, and cooks or servants afterward, if occasion de- 
mands, To instruct these negroes in military duties and 
have them drill with the company, thus giving them the 
same status as the white men, would not work at all, 
he insists. He asserts that the fact that negroes are 
employed as cooks would make it improbable that white 
men would take an interest in learning the duties of 
eooks and in case of death, desertion, sickness or im- 
prisonment of the negroes there would be no relief cooks, 
and as a company commanding officer would be without 
cooks if he imprisoned the negroes, disciplinary measures 
of that kind would not be practicable and the discipline 
of the company would suffer. All these points made 
against the practice may be admitted, but his nearest sug- 
gestion as a remedy is when he says, “It is thought 
that with a little effort suitable white men could be 
enlisted who would be capable and willing to perform 
these duties.” But National Guard organizations have 
been making efforts for years to find that kind of man 
without avail. They would be glad to enlist them in 
preference to negroes if they could get them, but where 
are they to get them? Professional cooks will not enlist 
in the Guard merely because they can get a chance now 
and then to do a little cooking for the organization, and 
there is no school in which Guardsmen are trained like 
the Bakers and Cooks’ School at Fort Riley. If Captain 
Martin in the next twelvemonth will develop a workable 
plan for providing the Guard with cooks he will earn 
a large measure of gratitude from commanding officers 
all over the country.

Capt. H. H. Tebbetts, 10th U.S. Inf., assigned to the 
state troops of Indiana, in his report on conditions in 
that state, strikes a severe blow at one of the longest- 
lived superstitions of the National Guard, namely, that 
full attendance at inspection is of great importance. 
Captain Tebbetts says: “Altogether too much im- 
portance is attached by company commanders to the 
necessity for having full attendance at inspections. 
The Captain seems to believe that he is mainly 
judged by his strength present, and he makes every effort 
to make a good showing in this respect. Fares are paid 
to bring the men from a distance, notices are sent out 
threatening dishonorable discharge of those men who 
fail to attend, ete. The result is that attendance shows 
a considerable improvement over that which obtains on 
ordinary drill nights. but the efficiency of the company 
is greatly impaired by the presence in the ranks of a 
large number of almost wholly uninstructed men, Tf 
the return to the War Department had a column to be 
filled out showing average attendance during the vear, 
this harmful practice might be checked.” In addition 
to this it may be said that to such lengths has the craze 
for a high percentage present at inspection gone in cer- 
tain states. notably New York, that in some instances 
men have been virtually forced to get out of sick beds 
and report at the armories, returning to their homes to 
suffer a severe setback in convalescence or, as has heen 
alleged in some cases, to die from the exposure. We 
have seen men wheeled into an armory in a sick chair, 
while cases have not been rare of men carried in on 
stretchers to report present. Another practice we trust 
that Army officers will stamp with their disapproval is 
that of recording as present men who report at the 
armory at insnection after the company has been dis- 
missed. ‘This has been the cause before this of insinua- 
tions of fraud. 











It is very encouraging to read in the annual report of 
Colonel Weaver, the Chief, Division of Militia Affairs, 
such words as these: “It may be said that so far as 
organization and equipment are concerned the Organized 
Militia conforms practically to the organization and 
equipment of the Regular Army.” But when one turns 
to the comments of individual officers on duty with 
certain state troops, on the conditions obtaining there, 
one’s hopefulness meets a sudden setback. Take, for 
example, the report of Major B. C. Morse, 27th U.S. 
Inf., who was assigned to the Illinois Guard. To esti- 
mate this opinion properly one must remember that 
Illinois is one of the largest and richest states in the 
Union. “The lockers in most of the armories,” says 
Major Morse, “are too small to hold properly the amount 
of property 2 man has at present.. Only one set, at 
Peoria, was found large enough and properly arranged. 
The care of property is such an important matter to a 
company commander of the National Guard that for his 
inspection, as well as for the inspecting officers, lockers 
should be large enough and the property so ar- 
ranged in them on hooks and shelves that upon opening 
the door every article can be seen at a glance without 
touching it. With most of the lockers inspected the 
caps are ruined and the clothing and equipment arranged 
in any way, with a good share of it on the floor. The 
present equipment is too new, too good and too expensive 
for any such treatment to be tolerated.” When of so 
populous and prosperous a state as Illinois such things 
can be written, why look for much improvement in the 
sparsely populated states of the Far West or the poorer 
states in the South. When regimental commanders are 
not able to enforce the regulations in so simple a matter 
as the care of clothing and the condition of lockers, too 
rapid progress must not be looked for’in the larger 
measures proposed for National Guard advancement. 


Representative Herbert Parsons, of the Thirteenth 
District of New York, has announced that he will fill 
by examination a vacancy from his district shortly to 
oeecur at the Naval Academy. Aspirants must be resi- 
dents of the district, not under sixteen nor over nineteen 
years of age at the time of the examinations by the 
Navy Department on the third Tuesday in April and 
the third Tuesday in June. 1911. A preliminary ex- 
amination will be held shortly, and applications, in the 





handwriting of the applicant, should be addressed Mr. 
Parsons at his New York office, No. 52 William street, 
not later than Dec. 3. Applicants should state in their 
letters any facts that may be deemed to be material for 
the proper consideration of their names. 





Governors-elect will have no lack of candidates from 
whom to select their. adjutants general, for the number 
is increasing daily. Military men at large sincerely hope 
that the new governors will not be influenced by politics 
alone, but that they will carefully consider the military 
worth of the candidates and select progressive officers 
who have a thorough grasp of the many important de- 
tails of the Service. As to New York, as we noted last 
week, General William Verbeck, the present Adjutant 
General, is a candidate for reappointment by the next 
yovernor, John A. Dix. General Verbeck has given 
every satisfaction during the short time he has held office, 
but friends of Gen. David E. Austen, Chief of Coast 
Artillery, who is highly recommended, are working ac- 
tively in his behalf. Another prominent candidate is 
Capt. John F. O’Ryan, of the 1st Battery, well known 
as a progressive young Officer, who is thoroughly in touch 
with Army methods. He has some exceptionally high 
endorsements from general officers of the Army and 
others. Brevet Brig. Gen. Samuel M. Welch, colonel of 
the 65th Regiment, of Buffalo, is another well known 
eandidate, with a large and valuable experience in the 
Guard, and he has some powerful backing. All the above 
named candidates have exceptionally good records, and 
are considered the most competent officers among the 
numerous candidates, 


The annual dinner of the Military Order of the 
Carabao, to be given at the New Willard, in Washington, 
on Jan. 7, is to be made an occasion of special interest, 
and the committee in charge are doing everything possible 
to make it a success. One of the chief events of the 
dinner will be the presentation of the amusing skit, 
“Soldiering in the Philippines,” written by Capt. James 
A. Mess, 24th U.S. Inf. It was originally given several 
Years ago by the 24th Infantry Minstrels, and later by 
the Army and Navy Minstrels, in the Philippines, and 
made a great hit. It has recently been reduced to writing 
by Captain Moss, and will be staged under the direction 
of Capt. Warren Dean, with assistance in the final 
touches from Captain Moss. Soldiers from Fort Myer 
are expected to take the principal parts, and the setting 
will be most elaborate, requiring a Filipino “shack,” 
fighting cocks, live pigs and other animals. It is hoped 
that many of the properties may be obtained from the 
Philippines collection at the National Museum and other 
sources.

It is to be regretted that His Serene Highness Prince 
Louis Alexander of Battenberg, Vice Admiral, R.N., 
commander-in-chief of the British Atlantic fleet, before 
he translated Semenoff’s “Rasplata,” had not read the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of Aug. 1, 1908, so that he 
would not have fallen into the prevalent error of adopt- 
ing the French method of spelling in English the name 
of the Russian Vice Admiral Rozhestvensky. The title 
“Raspla,”” which appears in the article on page 260 of our 
issue. of Nov. 5, was a misprint for its English form, 
“Rasplata.” It was correctly printed in a_ previous 
article. Jn Battenberg’s book a footnote teaches us that 
Semenoff’s name is pronounced Sem-yon-off. We have 
never seen the name in Russian character, but if Batten- 
berg is right the second “e” should have a disresis over 
it (&). for that is a peculiarity of Russian orthoepy : 
that the “é” so marked is pronounced like “ya” in 
“vacht.”. The word “rérKa, for instance (meaning 
“aunt”), is pronounced tyotka. 
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The annual meeting of the Naval History Society was 
held on Nov. 9 in New York city, and was well attended. 
The society now numbers one hundred members, and is 
well under way. Material progress has been made in 
the preparation of the initial volume of its publications, 
which will contain the logs of the Serapis, the Ariel and 
the Alliance, together with the Narrative of Nathaniel 
Fanning, the whole forming a valuable addition to the 
naval history of the Revolution, and rendering accessible 
material which students of that period cannot overlook. 
The following officers were elected for the coming year: 
President, Capt. John S. Barnes; vice president, Rear 
Admiral F, E. Chadwick. U.S.N., retired, and secretary 
and treasurer, Robert W. Neeser.

REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL, U.S.A. 


Cost of recruiting is a subject which Major Gen. F. 
C. Ainsworth, the Adjutant General of the Army, dis- 
cusses at length in his annual report. During the last 
fiscal year an exhaustive investigation was made to 
ascertain the approximate per capita cost of putting 
recruits into service. To avoid the influence of local or 
temporary conditions, two groups of years were taken 
for examination. The first group consisted of the fiscal 
years 1903 and 1904, a period when the old system of 
recruiting was in vogue, and the second group of 1908 
and 1909, when the present system was in operation. 
Only such items were charged against the Service as 
would not have been*incurred if the men collected, en- 
listed and forwarded to organizations by the general 
recruiting service had presented themselves in the first 
instance at the stations of those organizations. It was 
found that the cost per capita in 1903 was $48.41; in 
1904, $45.08; in 1908, $47.99, and in 1909, $52.86, the 
average for the four years being $48.58. This cost does 
not include the cost of maintaining the permanent garri- 
sons at the posts used as general depots for recruits. 
But charging in that cost, the average for the four years 
would be only $69.39, a much smaller figure, it is safe 
to say, than many would have imagined it to be. 

On the subject of desertion, which is referred to 
editorially in another part of this issue, the report says 
that of the regiments serving in the United States the 
24th Infantry and the 10th Cavalry, both colored, had 
the lowest desertion rate, being 1.33 and 1.52, respec- 
tively. 'The 3d Regiment had a rate of 4.66, the lowest 
in the Field Artillery. The regiments with the highest 
percentages were the 4th Field Artillery, the 8th Infantry 
and the 4th Cavalry, the rates being 7.71, 7.53 and 7.47, 
respectively. In the following organizations no desertions 
were reported during the year: 3d Cavalry, Troops A, F 
and M; 4th Cavalry, F'; 7th Cavalry, G; 8th Cavalry, 
H: 9th Cavalry, C, G, I and M; 10th Cavalry, A, C, G 
and M: 11th Cavalry, A, F and M; Coast Artillery 
Corps, 31st, 71st and 783d Companies; 1st Infantry, Com- 
pany H; 2d Infantry, B and H; 5th Infantry, I and K; 
Sth Infantry, K; 11th Infantry, L; 13th Infantry, C; 
24th Infantry, C, E, K and M; 26th Infantry, F. In 
the companies with the highest desertion rate, B, 11th 
Infantry, led with 17.35, C of the 28th Infantry being 
next with 15.91, and B of the Hospital Corps third with 
14.01. The organizations that served a part or the whole 
of the year in Hawaii, Alaska or the Philippines were 
disregarded in making up the averages, since the diffi- 
culty of escaping after desertion in those distant places 
keeps the evil down to insignificant limits. The five 
posts having the highest percentages of desertions were 
Boise Barracks, Fort Duchesne, Fort Meade, Fort Baker 
and Fort Rosecrans. The five with the lowest were Fort 
Apache, Fort Fremont, Madison Barracks, Fort Madison 
and Fort Ontario. 

It is natural to expect that soldiers will take French 
leave more often in warm months, when shelter is not so 
necessary, and we find August leading with a percentage 
of desertions of 12.10, July second with 11.90, but an 
encouraging sign is seen in the fact that June showed as 
low a rate as 7.92. In 1908 four of the warm months 
had a rate above 10. In 1909 there were three such 
months, but in 1910 there were only two. Both in 1909 
and last vear July and August were the favorite months 
for deserting. Nationality is not an important factor in 
desertion, as the ratio of foreign-born deserters to the 
whole number of deserters is about the same as it has 
heen for three years. Of the men who deserted in the 
year ninety per cent. were of native birth. Of 2,066 
deserters of whom reports of return were made, 712 sur- 
rendered themselves and 1.354 were apprehended. Of 
the latter municipal police caught 46 per cent.. county 
officers got 20 per cent., private detectives and detective 
agencies were responsible for 16 per cent., while the mili- 
tary authorities captured 12 per cent. Of the 2,066 re- 
turned to military control, 270 were disposed of without 
trial and 1.796 were tried. Of the latter only six were 
nequitted. The most frequent sentence was that of ‘“con- 
finement and dishonorable discharge,” which occurred in 
1,169 cases. Dishonorable discharges were given in the 
ease of 1,299 deserters, and 444 were retained in the 
Service after trial by G.C.M. 

The permanently authorized strength of the Army 
showed a decrease of 1,852. comparing Oct. 15, 1910, 
with the same date a year before, and the actual strength 
showed a decrease of 4,748. The actual enlisted strength 
on Oct. 15, 1910, was 3,955 below the temporary limit 
of 80.000 enlisted men, including the Hospital Corps and 
the Philinpine Scouts, established for the fiscal year 1911. 
During the year 575 officers and 7.738 enlisted men were 
sent to the Philippines, making a total of 8,029 officers 
and 180,065 enlisted men sent to the islands since the 
beginning of the war with Spain. This number is larger 
than the actual figure. as many of those serving there 
have been counted several times, owing to their repeated 
tours of dutv there. 

Of the 662 line officers on detached dutv, 565, or 85.4 
per cent., were captains or lieutenants. The year before 
the percentage was 86.8. The officers on detached service 
are thus distributed: General Staff. 44: with the General 
Staff, 3: Army War College, 35; Military Academy. 77: 
Army Service Schools. Fort Leavenworth, 93: Artillery 
School, Fort Monroe, 51: Mounted Service School, Fort 
Riley, 25; Engineer School, Washington, 6; School of 
Musketry. Presidio of Monterey, Cal.. 3: at schools in 
Europe, 2: instructors at civil educational institutions, 
64: recruiting service. 119: aids, 26: with the Philippine 
government. 16; with Cuban government, 38: with 
Isthmian Canal Commission, 25; militarv attachés, 14; 
with Porto Rico Regiment. 3: with Philipnine Scouts, 
12; acting judge advocates. 8: with Q.M. Department. 
25; assistants to Chief. C.A.C.. 7: acting insnectors 
general, 3; in bureaus of War Denartment, 7; at Depart- 
ment headquarters, 19; at the military prisons, 12: with: 
the Militia, 1: member of Ordnance Board. 1; Alaskan 
Road Commission, 2: office Engineer Commissioner, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, 4: suverintendent. State, War and 
Navy Ruilding. 1: office Public Buildings and Grounds, 
2: in charge of Indian prisoners, 1: with Signal Corps, 
1; special duty abroad, 4: members of boards. 5: superin- 
tendent, Yosemite National Park, 1; snecial duty, staff 
departments, 1, and student at Cornell University, 1. 
On June 30, 1909, there were 6.67 ner cent. of the general 
officers and officers of the Staff Corps and departments 
and 21.46 ner cent. of the line officers on detached service. 
On June 30. 1910, those percentages were 5.66 for general 
and staff officers and 21.31 for officers of the line. The 
total number of officers on detached service was 728. At 
the close of the year 89 retired officers were under 
assignment to active duty. Reports of the physical tests 
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of officers were too few to give any value to official 
opinion thereon. 

Nearly 84 per cent. of the applicants for enlistment at 
recruiting stations were rejected at those stations. The 
percentage the year before was 78. ‘The practice of 
sending recruits to depots continues to prove satisfactory. 
Compared with the whole number of enlistments and re- 
enlistments, there was an increase in the number of 
re-enlistments in the year, the increase being most 
apparent in the Cavalry and Infantry branches; but 
compared with the authorized strength there was a de- 
crease in the relative number of re-enlistments in each 
branch, the most marked decrease being in the Coast 
Artillery Corps. The Adjutant General approves the 
suggestion of the commanding officer, Columbus Barracks, 
that a swimming pool be at once established at the 
different depots to teach the recruits swimming. As in 
1909, there were only a few complaints concerning the 
quality of the recruits. Regarding the military tourna- 
ments held in different parts of the country, the Adjutant 
General says: “These exhibitions of troops are advan- 
tageous to the Army, in that they interest and instruct 
the public in the duties and training of the Regular Army 
soldier as shown in his daily life in camp; that they are 
beneficial to the recruiting service, and that they are 
productive of a more favorable attitude on the part of the 
public toward the soldier. The fine bearing, discipline 
and manly behavior of the soldiers have received much 
praise from the people who attended those tournaments.” 

During the year 222 cases of fraudulent enlistment 
were discovered by means of the finger-print system of 
identification. The report closes with a recommendation 
for an increase in pay for the civilian employees of the 
Adjutant General’s office.

NAVAL ARCHITECTS AND ENGINEERS. 

The Society of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers 
held its eighteenth annual meeting in New York on 
Thursday and Friday of this week, Nov. 17 and 18. A 
list of the papers read was given in advance on page 272 
of our issue of Nov. 5. The annual banquet was given 
on Friday evening. The most notable of the papers read 
was that of Sir William Henry White, K.C.B., formerly 
director of naval construction of the British navy and 
an honorary member of the society. 

Sir William’s theme was the armament of battleships. 
He showed how the introduction of armor had modified 
the idea previously universally accepted, that vigorous 
attack was the best defense, but held that while, under 
modern conditions, active offense is no longer the only 
means of defense it is still and must continue always to 
be the best. When the tactician has done his best it 
still remains true that the chief aim in a naval engage- 
ment must be to put an enemy’s ships “out of action” as 
quickly as possible, and that sinking or destruction of 
ships is not necessary to secure that result, although it 
may be an accompaniment of victory. 

Future naval actions will probably be fought at longer 
ranges, but as to what the fighting range will be there is 
great diversity of opinion. One party asserts that an 
extremely long range will be chosen by fleets possessing 
superior speed and armed on the “single caliber big gun” 
principle. The other school believe that when an issue is 
joined it is practically certain that closer ranges will be 
reached, and hence they favor a secondary armament of 
quick-firing guns for close action. There is a dispute as 
to how far vessels will be subjected to serious injury from 
quick-firing guns which do effective service at short 
ranges, but have a comparatively small percentage of 
hits at long ranges; that is so far as shown on the proof 
ground, where the rolling or pitching of the gun plat- 
forms during a sea fight cannot be reproduced. Sir 
William says: “There is in existence a considerable body 
of information based upon ‘battle practice’ at long ranges. 
These facts have not been published in detail, nor are 
they likely to be. The writer has, however, been assured 
by naval officers of great experience possessing full and 
accurate information of this kind, who have carefully 
analyzed results of firing at very long ranges, that the 
percentage of hits to rounds fired obtained with 6-inch 
guns under service conditions at sea compares favorably 
with and is not inferior to the percentages obtained with 
guns of larger caliber. Furthermore, he has good reason 
for the belief that actual trials do not confirm the objec- 
tion raised to ‘mixed’ armaments on the ground that the 
simultaneous discharge of guns of different calibers must 
be accompanied by diminished efficiency in the control of 
fire and in the proportion of hits to rounds made by guns 
of different calibers. If these conclusions be true—and 
the writer is convinced that they are so—then it is un- 
questionable that even at long ranges the secondary 
armaments of battleships will be capable of delivering a 
‘hail of fire’ against an enemy, and of exercising an 
important influence on the result of an action. Published 
accounts of naval engagements during the Russo-Japanese 
war also emphasize the importance attaching to attacks 
made by efficient and well handled secondary armaments 
earried by Japanese ships. 

“The Japanese authorities, who may be supposed to 
have ali the facts of the war in their possession, and 
who are certainly capable of analyzing them, and draw- 
ing therefrom lessons for guidance in future practice, 
have never departed from the use of powerful secondary 
armaments. Personal conferences with leading Japanese 
authorities on naval matters enable me to say that they 
attach the utmost importance to the association of such 
armaments with guns of larger caliber. * * * The 
ideal armament, to my mind, is that which embodies a 
certain and not an extravagant number of heavy guns 
associated with a considerable battery of 6-inch guns. It 
does not seem to me a difficult matter to supply these 
6-inch guns with ammunition which shall be efficient when 
used against attacking torpedo vessels. If anything in 
addition to such a secondary armament of 6-inch guns is 
wanted, I should say ‘man-killing’ guns capable of very 
rapid fire might be used for sweeping the decks of 
torpedo vessels: they could be placed and fought in 
almost any position, and would require only shield pro- 
tection.” ’ 

The 3-inch guns are not sufficiently powerful, and 
6-inch guns are now recommended for defense against 
torpedo vessels. Their 100-pound projectiles are about 
the maximum weight that can be “man-handled.” The 
6-inch guns should be so placed as not to be hampered or™ 
interfered with by the fire of the heavy guns, and they 
wil! be not only effective for torpedo defense, but will be 
a valuable auxiliary to the heavy guns. 

Next follows a discussion of the question of “end-on” 
or broadside fire. “Now,” Sir. William says, “there is a 
marked disnosition to place all the heavy gun stations at 
the center line of the deck, so that all the guns may be 





available on both broadsides. This is a return to a dis- 
position adopted in the earliest British turret ships built 
nearly half a century ago.” The statement that “end-on” 
attack lessens the chance of effective hitting by an enemy 
overlooks important conditions, and is, therefore, mis- 
leading. “Even in single ship actions it would hardly 
be possible for a combatant to maintain for long the 
assumed ‘end-on’ position; while in fleet actions no com- 
mander could possibly effect a similar object with a large 
number of ships by any conceivable tactics, if engaged 
against a skilful and mobile enemy. If a choice has to 
be made, therefore, between highly developed broadside 
and end-on fire it seems reasonable to give precedence to 
the former.” The danger of mounting too many guns 
is pointed out. “Safety appliances” cannot be relied 
upon. Assumed areas of command are misleading, and 
no good purpose is served when large areas of command 
exist only ‘on paper.” 

Without undertaking to determine the maximum number 
of heavy guns which should be carried by a battleship, 
the essayist mentions certain considerations which must 
be kept in view by all designers of warships. With long 
range fire he believes that the fire of twelve 12-inch guns 
carried by three ships can be as effectively concentrated 
on any selected point in an enemy’s formation as it can 
be when the guns are mounted in one ship. Again, three 
ships armed on the Michigan plan could concentrate the 
fire of twenty-four 12-inch guns as efficiently on a selected 
position in the enemy’s formation as could be done by 
two ships of the Arkansas class with an equal number 
of guns. Indeed, under certain conditions the three ships 
might have an advantage. The danger from under-water 
attack suggests the distribution of the risk among several 
ships. Moreover, many services are required from a 
fleet in the performance of which capacity for distribut- 
ing the force is no less important than the power of con- 
centrating it for an attack. From this point of view 
unlimited increase in dimensions, cost and individual 
power of battleships is not desirable. Experience has 
proved the fallacy of the claim that stability increases 
part passu with size. Some of the steadiest warships 
have been small. 

“The writer desires to place on record his personal 
opinion that in no case is it desirable to carry more than 
eight heavy guns in a single ship, that these guns are 
best arranged in four positions, as in the Michigan class, 
and that they should be supplemented by a powerful and 
well protected secondary armament. * * * He has 
witnessed many experiments with high explosives, and 
knows that enormous local injuries may be inflicted by a 
single shell explosion. -Yet he ventures to doubt the 
accuracy of much that has been written both as to the 
vastly greater relative power of 13.5-inch shells and as 
to the absolute necessity for adopting guns of that caliber 
in order to secure efficient shell fire.’ He prophesies a 
return to smaller calibers. though before the tide turns 
larger calibers than the 14-inch may be mounted, as was 
done thirty years ago.

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SPANISH WAR PAY. 


Adjutant General Verbeck, of New York, announces 
the following information relative to the payment of 
Volunteers of the Spanish-American War: “There is on 
hand and available the sum of $40,027.48, which amount 
was turned over by the United States for disbursement 
to certain enlisted men present at camp of rendezvous, 
Camp Black, Long Island, and Camp Townsend, Peeks- 
kill, and armories of the 12th and 22d Regiments and 
1st and 2d Batteries, New York city; 65th Regiment, 
Buffalo; 41st Separate Company, Syracuse, and Ist 
Separate Company, Rochester, N.G.N.Y., and were subse- 
quently accepted into the service of the United States 
in the following organizations: 

“Ist, 2d, 8d, Sth, 9th, 12th, 14th, 22d, 47th, 65th, 69th 
and 7ist Regiments; 201st, 202d and 203d Regiments, 
New York Volunteer Infantry; Troops A and C, New 
York Volunteer Cavalry, and 4th, 5th and 7th Batteries, 
New York Volunteer Artillery. 

“This amount is for pay due the members of the above 
organizations, from the date they reported for duty under 
official call to date of muster into the United States 
Service for the war with Spain. Soldiers who have 
made claim for refund and have been reimbursed by the 
state are not included in the above. 

“Claimants should be particular to give full name, 
grade, company and regiment in which service was per- 
formed. 

“Information will be furnished tc claimants, or, if 
deceased, to legal representatives, who will be required 
to furnish evidence of authority to act.” 











SCOUT AND CONSTABULARY AMALGAMATION. 


Latest advices from the Philippines show that the an- 
nouncement that the Philippine Scouts and the Con- 
stabulary are to be consolidated has aroused much feel- 
ing there. One Army officer, not identified with the 
Scouts, writes us as follows: “The question of uniting 
the Philippine Scouts, a native infantry maintained by 
the United States, and the Philippine Constabulary, a 
native constabulary maintained by the Philippine gov- 
ernment, is provoking considerable discussion here. At 
first sight it apparently is a simple administrative ques- 
tion and one to receive an affirmative answer, but on 
looking into it, it is found to be deeply concerned with 
the fundamental policies of our colonial government and 
is worthy of the most thorough examination. The opin- 
ions of those on the scene are reflected in letters to the 
local. press. 

__In the Cablenews-American “Scout Officer” says that 
if the Constabulary were split up into small detachments 
and set about the duty which they were organized to do, 
the present force would be ample. At the present time 
this force is organized into companies, with strength of 
about forty-five, and stationed usually in the larger 
towns and centers of population, where a large municipal 
police force is maintained and ample protection provided ; 
“often in the immediate vicinity of Army stations, and 
where there is no logical reason for their presence, while 
the remote inland towns, almost entirely without police 
protection, are left to shift for themselves.” At these 
stations the Constabulary do a little of everything, after 
a manner, of a military nature, while police affairs, for 
the performance of which they are maintained, seem to 
occupy the least part of their time. ‘The spectacle: of 
one of these companies doing Infantry drill or Butts 
Manual usually under a sergeant or corporal may be 
witnessed at any of these stations almost daily.” Further- 
more, this correspondent asks, if the civil government 
cannot support the present force, how can it support the 





larger force proposed in the amalgamation, with its 
growing retired list? 

The statement “that two independent native armed 
forces, drilled and disciplined in military principies, are 
an anomaly” he calls logical and asks why there should 
not be a consolidation of the two battalions of the 25th 
U.S. Infantry with the Manila police force, simply be- 
cause they are stationed in Manila. One seems to him 
about as logical a proposition as the other. 

As to pay and grade the Scout officer says that “no 
preposition that will combine the two forces and give 
the Constabulary officers a grade equal or superior to 
any Scout officer will be accepted by the Scout or- 
ganization.” He goes on to say that Constabulary 
officers are civilians, that the majority have never seen 
military service, that some are not even citizens of the 
United States or the Philippine Islands, that many are 
“natives of more or less mediocre ability,” and that a 
great many are little more than mere boys. He asks 
whether it is likely that the War Department will accept 
such men in their-present grades, and closes with this 
prediction: “If the new organization should come under 
the civil government and the Constabulary officers should 
come in with their present grade, the first transport for 
the States would carry ninety-five per cent. of the present 
officers of Scouts.” Another contributor to our Manila 
contemporary cannot see how amalgamation with the 
Scouts is going to make them of military value, as there 
is more chance of the Scouts deteriorating as soldiers 
than of the Constabulary developing into soldiers.

FRENCH NAVY AND ARMY NOTES. 
[FROM OUR FRENCH CORRESPONDENT. ] 


The 18,400-ton cuirassé Voltaire, the first French 
battleship fitted with turbines, has just accomplished with 
success’ the series of her preliminary trials, though she 
has not yet received her complement of artillery, and is 
without ammunition. In the three-hour test at high 
speed on Oct. 25 the Voltaire easily exceeded her contract 
speed (19.25), and steamed at 19.31 knots, without 
developing her full power and with reduced coal consump- 
tion. She is certain to do over twenty knots. Her 
nautical and maneuvering qualities gave the greatest 
satisfaction. Frenchmen are reconciled to the turbine. 

The Minister of War has decided to suppress most of 
the so-called Comités Techniques, which, though meeting 
only three or four times per year, immobilized in Paris 
over twenty generals, and have all along been associated 
with inertia and routine. By this vigorous measure, 
generally approved in military circles, numbers of 
“rusty” old officers have been brought back under the 
reviving influence of active service, and it is the inten- 
tion to retire division and brigade commanders, however 
great their professional merit, as soon as they are judged 
to be physically incapacitated. 

General Brun also intends to suppress the glaring 
abuse which consists in the exaggeration of clerical work 
and bookkeeping. Instead of remaining, as heretofore, 
idle at headquarters, staff officers, “brevetés de l’Ecole 
supérieure de guerre,” are to be attached to active regi- 
ments, in order that they may take contact anew with 
the realistic aspect of war training. 

Though the French army may be inferior in some 
respects to its great German rival, there can be no doubt 
as to the immense superiority it has acquired in the 
adaptation of air craft to military requirements. The 
problem of aerial scouting is considered as being prac- 
tically solved, and French military aviators are passing 
to the second stage in the adaptation of air craft to war 
requirements. They have now commenced a series of 
experiments, with a view to test the offensive capabilities 
of dirigibles and aeroplanes. Several types of projectiles 
are being tried. Aerial torpedoes have been designed for 
use against dirigibles, buildings, ships and massed troops, 
while ordinary lead bullets (rifle size), which can be 
carried in very great quantity, have been shown, when 
dropped from great theights, to attain a tremendous 
velocity and to be susceptible of good effect against 
troops on the march. 

Of course, as was to be expected, accurate aiming, 
even when flying at moderate height, is made impossible 
by the speed of the airship, the wind and the curved 
trajectory of the missile, but dil the same it is obvious 
that projectiles of any sort dropped on areas crowded 
with troops (as will often be the case in Buropean 
conflicts) would not be without effect. Thus gradually 
but surely aerial weapons are becoming a factor to bé 
reckoned with. “ 

During the last army maneuvers in Picardy there was 
little co-ordination between the various “arms,” and 
part of the troops marched aimlessly and had no oppor- 
tunity to engage. On each side an immense amount of 
cleverness was wasted in trying to avoid incurring losses, 
a sure sign of poor leadership. It would thus seem that 
the “offensive 2 outrance,” .so much in favor since the 
great Franco-German conflict of 1870, is no longer the 
official ‘‘doctrine”’ of the French general] staff, as a result, 
no doubt, of the increasing range and effectiveness of 
modern weapons, combined with the growing numerical 
inferiority of the ‘“armée francaise.” In truth, the 
“defensive spirit” has never been absent from French 
inilitary preparations, as is well shown by the formidable 
defenses erected at the foot of the Vosges Mountains, 
on the hills of Champaign and round Paris; and if it 
has been thought unnecessary to make any important 
additions to them, it is only because actual warfare (in 
Manchuria) has revealed the value of field entrench- 
ments to delay the march of an advancing enemy. At 
the same time it must.be said that the nervous and im- 
pressionable temperament of the Gallic “pioupiou” is 
better suited to forward movements than to the slo 
process of fighting now in vogue. : 

There is, and naturally so, a considerable divergence 
of views as to the relative value of the French and 
German armies, though there are a few important points 
on which all experts will be found to be in agreement. 
There is little to choose in the preparation for war of 
these two antagonistic forces, for the good reason that 
Frenchmen and Germans observe one another with the 
closest attention. and have a tendency to copy each 
other’s methods, thus keeping abreast on the road to 
progress. On the other hand, Germany is thought to 
have the advantage in her immediate dispositions for war 
and in her mobilization system. She would probably 
have a great numerical superiority in the first hours of 
the struggle. but this danger the French have foreseen 
and*guarded against by constituting their 20th Corps 
into a solid “screen,” ever ready for any emergency, and 
behind which concentration would follow its course. In 
the way of armament, Germans claim to have the better 
rifle, and not without reason, while the French have a 
most efficient field gun, good mitrai.leuses and siege 
guns. . 
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SOME FACTS FOR MR. MILLARD. 


To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: . 

That''so distinguished an author as Mr. B. Millard 
should be “aghast, astounded, bewildered and confounded” 
at the spectacle of a little less than five per cent. of the 

listed per 1 of our Army-deserting every year is, 
to say it but once, amazing. 

He attempts to justify the crime of desertion and to 
berate “Uncle Sam” and the Army for their efforts to 
maintain discipline in the.latter. He is, therefore, in the 
opinion of the writer, not only socialistic in his views, 
but an accessory to the crime of desertion. Here are 
some of the reasons that, in the opinion of the august 
Mr. Millard, make desertion justifiable, place “Uncle 
Sam” in a category with tyrants and redound to the 
shame of the Army: 

(2) Beeause the average young American is “restless, 
untamabie and not to be disciplined.” 

(b) Because “they do not fancy their officers.” 

(c) Because “they do not like their work.” 

(d) Because they do not like to be “mugged’”—photo- 
graphed. E , 

(e) Because “their work is menial and degrading.’ 

Suppose, however, we should grant the truth of all 
that Mr. Millard implies—which most emphatically we 
do not—and that we grant that the average young Amer- 
ican is a bit unruly; that officers of the Army are but 
human, and cannot, therefore, be fancied by all men at 
all times; that some soldiers do not like all their work 
all the time; that some men are vain, while others are 
not, and therefore that some do not wish to be “mugged” 
—photographed; that deserters and other criminals who 
have broken the eleventh commandment, which is, ‘Thou 
shalt not be caught in the act,” are required to relieve 
the self-respecting soldier from the disagreeable tasks 
that, by a rule of nature, self-preservation entails. Sup- 
pose we grant all these things; it is easy to see how 
certain classes of the genus man would hesitate to 
re-enter the Army, but surely, surely Mr. Millard, you 
cannot mean to say that such trifles justify the in- 
famous crime of desertion ! 

Those “complacent gentlemen who command the units 
of our superb military organizations,” and who bow 
their heads in obedience to the will of Adjutant General 
Ainsworth, do most heartily second the efforts of the 
War Department to lessen the evil of desertion, but these 
same gentlemen, being forbidden, by order of the Presi- 
dent, under penalty of direst punishment, to influence 
legislation, have little to do with law-making, and can, 
therefore, but humbly execute the mandates of this 
“restless, untamable, not to be disciplined, unmilitary 
spirit of young America.” 

Mr. Millard laments the fact that our Army is bur- 
dened with a lot of work that is non-military in 
character. Nor is this statement to be denied, though it 
is the fault of the public and not of the Army. We 
should have a Service corps to relieve the soldiers of 
that class of work, in order that they may be better 
contented and have more time for their purely military 
duties, but cooking, washing dishes, feeding and groom- 
ing Cavalry horses, etc., is of a purely military nature, 
and no army can be self-reliant nor efficient in the field 
unless it is well trained in all these things. 

Servants are hard to get these days, and to say that 
cooking and washing dishes is menial is a blow at the 
average American housekeeper. 

Now that we know the numerous, multitudinous and 
multifarious causes of desertion let us propose a scheme 
to prevent it, not by keeping this type of man in the 
Service, but by keeping him out. This can best be done, 
first, by severer punishment; second, by more careful 
recruiting, and, third and last, by changing public 
opinion to a proper appreciation of the splendid type of 
our average soldier and to a correct idea as to the 
character of the average deserter. 

In the report of the Adjutant General five years ago 
the keynote of the situation was sounded when he said 
that “desertion from the Army will continue to be exces- 
sive until there shall have been a radical change in public 
sentiment toward the Army and until the deserter shall 
come to be regarded as the criminal that he is, to be 
ostracized and hunted down as relentlessly as any other 
transgressor of laws,” and this fact must be the raison 
détre of the Bertillon system of identification in our 
Army, which is so lamented by Mr. Millard, but, after 
all, which is but a better system than those used in most 
other armies the world over, and which is necessary in 





order to keep out the vicious, the criminally inclined and' 


the worthless, deserter type that infest our recruiting 
offices. 

Public sentiment, whatever it may be, will not per- 
form the miracle of transforming men of the above types 
into paragons of virtue, but. by making a fairer, truer 
estimate of good soldiers will help us to fill the ranks 
with real men and to keep out the undesirables. 

Personally, I believe that nothing is too good for a 
good soldier and nothing too bad for a vicious or worth- 
less one, and if we are to have efficiency and discipline 
we musi discriminate. It is ridiculous to say that every 
man should be treated the same. I do not mean to say 
that every little mistake or shortcoming should condemn 
a man, but “types” are easy to differentiate, and it is 
poor business vitiating the efficiency of a command, 
spending time and money that belong to the Government 
and ‘subjecting self-respecting men to enforced associa- 
tion and classification with impossibles' and incorrigibles 
by nursing them along for the sake of humanity. 

The chief reasons for the attitude of the public toward 
our soldiers are such articles as appears in the September 
number of the Cosmopolitan over the signature of Bailey 
Millard and such other journalistic scandalmongers as 
berate the Army and Navy whenever the slightest oppor- 
tunity is afforded. Let a soldier, one out of many hun- 
dreds, get drunk and reel down a busy street for a square 
or two. Fis uniform is conspicuous, and dozens of 
people will say (at least in their own minds), “Look at 
that brute of a soldier,” and when they get home their 
wives and children are told of it. Again, let a doctor or 
a lawyer go from one end of the busiest street in the city 
to the other polluted, reeling and swearing like a 
“trooper,” and possibly some old lady will say “Disgust- 
ing beast,” but he hasn’t hurt the medical’ profession. 

Therefore, say I, prohibit the wearing of the uniform 
off duty out of garrison except as a privilege to par- 
ticularly trustworthy men. Before long men will be 
proud to wear it, and the public will be proud of the 
appearance of its soldiers. 

ive us a Service corps to perform the non-military 
work of a garrison and define the same. 

Require general prisoners only to perform work of a 
menial character. 





Give us gymfasiums, with nice, clean, commodious 
canteens and restaurants in the end of each. 

Give us a hardening process, instead of a weakening 
process. 

Muzzle the yellow journals and the scandalmongers 
and muckrakers. 

These things, and these only, will prevent desertion, 
and they could all be paid for by the sum that is spent 
annually for rewards for the apprehension of deserters. 

The concrete soldier of our Army has a sad inherit- 
ance. He has a foolish and cranky parent—the great 
American public, whose opinion of its own offspring is 
responsible for the conditions that engender that very 
opinion. Thus we see that public opinion is the germ 
which, by sporulation, attacks the defense and therefore 
the life of the nation. 

The old idea that the Army is a reform school should 
be erased, eradicated and expunged from the minds of 
the people, and they should be taught that the Army is a 
school for men—men of strong bodies and strong hearts ; 
men who are self-reliant, clean, honest and faithful; men 
who love their country and their flag, who make oaths 
and have the heart to keep them, for of such are the 
“average young Americans” that enlist in our Army.

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WARTIME SONGS. 


To THE EpITror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Much interest has been aroused among old-timers by 
the publication in a recent number of the JouRNAL of 
the Southern version of “When This Cruel War Is Over.” 

The Northern version seems to have antedated that of 
the South. The ‘Weeping sad and lonely,” ete., as chorus 
was the same in both. “In your suit of blue,” of course, 
appeared instead of “gray,” and the Northern girl’s ex- 
hortation to her soldier lover had to be eliminated as 
inimical to the views of the South. 

“Nobly strike for God and Liberty, 
Let all nations see 

How we love our starry banner, 
Emblem of the free.” 

West Point was rather a good place to hear the soldier 
songs of the war time, for almost every Army corps of 
the North was represented, and there were cadets who 
had heard and learned the songs of the South—some of 
them, at least. In the class entering in 62 were lads 
who had served with the Army of the Potomac and of 
the Ohio. In the class that entered in 63 were dozens 
of picked men, officers and non-commissioned officers of 
Volunteers, who had fought through the Peninsula, 
second Bull Run, Antietam, Fredericksburg—even Gettys- 
burg, or in the West through Perryville, Stone River, 
Shiloh and, one or two, even through Chickamauga. In 
°64 and ’65 came many others from the front. There 
was more than one case of doffing the dress of a captain 
for that of the cadet, and lieutenants were numerous. 
Through these men, mainly, came the soldier songs, though 
there were many other cadet vocalists to aid. Of course, 
everybody had heard the “Red, White and Blue” before 
the war. Few American Army songs, however, were 
known at West Point before 1862, when they began to 
arrive. A ‘Potomac’ plebe sang ‘‘Cheer, Boys, Cheer” 
and “Joe Bowers’—camp lyrics learned in Virginia. 
“When This Cruel War Is Over” was first sung at the 
Point in June or July, 1863, by the sister of Cadet 
(afterward Professor) Mercur. ‘Just Before the Battle, 
Mother,” came in the same summer. “Babylon Is Fallen” 
(the darkey soldiers’ song) was introduced by “Aleck” 
Hoffman, of the class of 65, during the year ’63-’64, and 
it was Hoffman who sang “Rock Me to Sleep, Mother,” 
so effectively at the minstrel entertainment the winter 
of °62-'63. 

“Flag of the Free,” Millard’s famous song, really owed 
its introduction to the Point to a man who couldn’t sing— 
Chester, of the class of 67; but he had heard it sung 
by his general and staff and one of the Western regi- 
ments as his division crossed the Rappahannock en route 
to Cedar Mountain in early August, 62. It was later 
sung with fine effect by the cadets and played by their 
band in 6465. Lomia, of ’67, who had a deep barytone, 
was always expected to render “The Vacant Chair,” 
supposed by many in the corps to have been written in 
memory of William, the eldest son of former Chaplain 
Sprole, of West Point. 

“Tramp, Tramp, Tramp,” we heard for the first time 
surreptitiously sung after taps one night in the area of 
barracks in the winter of ’64-'65, with Macomb Miller as 
soloist. ‘As early as the winter of ’62-’63 the song of the 
New York Fire Zouaves, 

“First thing we did we did it well, 
Put out the fire at Willard’s Hotel,” etc, 
was sung by “Pomp” Olmstead, of the class of ’65, he 
who later “adapted” the Southern song, “Ora Lee,” 





taking the music for his song, “Army Blue,” that has 
lived perennial ever since. . 

“Rally Round the Flag” came to the Point from the 
Army of the Cumberland, but soldier songs took on a 
mournful tone after Grant’s battling through the Wilder- 
ness and on to the James in the early summer of ’64. 
It was that summer that Jim Gregory, of the class of 
65, sang “Kiss My Mother for Me”’—a dying soldier’s 
words—and a little later came “Kiss Me, Mother, Kiss 
Your Darling,” still another dying soldier song, quite 
popular jn the corps in ’65, and*often sung by the cadet 
quartet of the winter of ’65-’66—a quartet that was 
really a quintet, as it comprised King, of 66; Wood and 
Wager, of 67, and Heath and Dunbar, of ’68. It was 
Heath who introduced and sang ‘“‘Brave Boys Are They.” 

‘Then, Heaven be praised! sunshine came again, and 
blither musie after Appomattox, and “Bricks” Farragut 
and kindred spirits made the welkin ring with “Kingdom 
Coming” and “Marching Through Georgia.” % 

“Benny Havens,” of course, we sang more or less‘ at 
every gathering. That was an obligation.

RETIREMENT OF GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES. 


To THE Eptror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

If municipalities, railroad companies and other cor- 
porations can provide for the retirement under pay of 
old employees our big Uncle Sam can do as much. We 
all know that, say, ten years’ continuous service at our 
navy yards is almost an impossibility. Owing to the 
fluctuations in appropriations and work, a large per- 
centage of government employees are on and off for a 
great many years, thus debarring them from continuous 
service through no fault of their own. A bill should 
be so framed that an employee who has twenty years’ 
continuous service to his credit, and who has reached the 
age of sixty-five, can be retired at his own request, at a 
rate of one-third of his present per diem pay; otherwise 
he must, under the terms of a proposed bill, retire at the 
age of seventy at a rating of one-half his per diem pay. 
Men who commenced work during the Spanish-American 
War, and who have arrived at the age of seventy years, 
and having a clear record, shall, on the recommendation 
of their superior officer, be retired at one-third of their 
per diem pay at time of retirement. If the beneficiary 
has received any permanent injury incident to his work 
said injury shall be considered in his retirement claim.

The commercial interests of New Orleans may well 
rejoice over the virtual completion of the work required 
to give the Southwest Pass a depth of thirty-five feet. 
Unforeseen difficulties threatened the success of the work, 
but these were surmounted, and now, according to the 
New Orleans papers, there is an uninterrupted channel 
500 feet wide and thirty deep through the entire length 
of the Pass, and only at the sea end is the depth less, it 
being there hetween twenty-eight and twenty-nine. As- 
suming that the South Pass will be maintained and used, 
as it is the nearest route for vessels bound from Pensa- 
cola and other Gulf ports to the eastward or arriving 
from such ports, New Orleans will have two fine navigable 
channels to the sea. It is evident that dredging will 
always be necessary to prevent shoaling at the end of the 
new Southwest Pass, and for that purnose a. big and 
powerful dredge is being constructed. There now seems 
to be little doubt that a full thirty-five foot channel will 
he obtained and maintained at all times through the 
Pass. In the construction of the jetties, owing to the soft 
condition of the Gulf’s bottom, it was not possible to 
build the jetties as far out as had been planned, and to 
this fact has been due the difficulty of obtaining the re- 
quired. depth at the sea end, or rather beyond the sea end 
of the jetty walls. The Southern metropolis is thus 
early prepared to handle the increased water traffic that 
she rightly considers will come to her with the opening 
of the Panama Canal. 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Lieut. Col. W. W. Robinson, jr., Chief Q.M., Depart- 
ment of the Lakes (now brigadier general, retired), desir- 
ing a horse for his own official use, arranged with a 
contractor to let him try a horse he had for submission 
under his contract with the Government. As the horse 
was not found satisfactory for the officer’s use he was 


returned to the contracfor and was accepted and branded 
for the Government. The Comptroller decides that Colonel 
Robinson was responsible for the keep of the horse 
($26.44) and for his shoeing ($16.50) during the period 
he was held at his disposal. 

P.A, Paymr, R. W. Schumann was charged $300 for 
overpayment on an allotment. The Comptroller decides 
that as he failed to notify the Auditor to discontinue the 
allotment, as required by the Regulations, he is respon- 
sible, and the failure of the Auditor to notify him of the 
error when he discovered it does not relieve him from 
this responsibility. 

To Lieut. Col. Charles L. McCawley, A.Q.M., U.S.M.C., 
the Comptroller writes: “As there is no specific authori- 
zation for the purchase of a vacuum electric carpet cleaner 
for the cleaning of carpets in personal use by officers, 
and as there appears to be no authorization for the 
purchase of brooms and brushes for such purpose for 
which the cleaner is sought to be substituted, you are 
advised that the incurrence of the expenditure in question 
($135 for a carpet cleaner) is unauthorized.” 

Fstelle Hine, nurse (female), U.S.N., in computing the 
five years’ service, which entitled her to increased pay, 
claimed credit for a previous service of nearly eight years 
as contract nurse with the Army and as an Army nurse. 
The Comptroller decides that service previous to the es- 
tablishment, by the Act of March 23, 1910, of the Female 
Nurse Corps of the Army cannot be credited in computing 
service for the increased pay authorized by that act. 
The Act of May 13, 1908. establishing the Female Nurse 
Corps of the Navy, provides that the pay, emoluments, 
ete., shall be the same as for the Army nurses.

BULLETIN OF MILITIA NOTES, W.D. 


The request of an officer forty-two years old for the 
privilege of attending garrison school has been denied. 
There appears at the present time no good reason to 
change the 35-year limit, and it is thought it would 
establish a bad precedent to waive the question of age, 
even in a case of long and apparently good service. 

In compliance with a request, an Army judge advocate 
has been detailed to assist in the defense of a member 
of the Organized Militia brought to trial for murder 
committed while in the performance of military duty, 
but not to the extent of appearing in court as one of the 
attorneys of record. ’ 

The medical officers and Hospital Corps men assigned 
to duty with regiments wear the badge worn by the regi- 
ments with which they are serving. Militia staff officers, 
not being regularly assigned to the ist Field Army, do 
not form a part of that army, and are not entitled to 
wear the badge pertaining to it. 

The public property set aside by the President for use 
as a rifle range for Field Artillery by the Organized 
Militia of New Mexico is described by metes and bounds. 

Request has been made that empty cartridge cases, 
bandoleers, clips, ete., be turned in as early as prac- 
ticable, and that. in future, whenever there are sufficient 
accumulations of such material, the articles be turned in 
to the proper arsenal. 

No allowance is prescribed, nor caln United States 
funds be used, for the pay of civilian cooks. 





_— 
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An interesting brief has just been filed in the Court of 
Claims on behalf of Thomas A. Brady, lately a sergeant 
and troop clerk in Troop H, 11th Cavalry, U.S.A. He 
claims extra duty pay at the rate of thirty-five cents a 
day while detailed to duty as troop clerk. This claim 
was rejected by the Comptroller of the Treasury, upon 
the basis of an opinion of the Judge Advocate General 
of the Army, that service as a company or troop clerk is 
properly classed as special duty in distinction to extra 
duty, and that the law grants pay only for extra duty, 
and not for special duty. The brief in behalf of the 
claimant insists that the statute makes no discrimination 
of this sort. This says that soldiers detailed for employ- 
ment at constant labor shall receive extra pay at the 
rate of thirty-five cents a day when detailed as clerks. 
The only questions to be determined, it is insisted, are 
those arising under the terms of the statute—whether 
the claimant was a soldier, whether he was detailed as a 
clerk and whether his labor was of more than ten days’ 
duration. If such be the case, it is claimed that he is 
entitled to extra pay for all the time of service as clerk. 
In support of this view quotations are made from the 
decisions of the Court of Claims and the Supreme Court 
of the United States, declaring that the terms of any 
statute regulating pay must be followed by the Treasury 
Department and the courts, and that a definition by the 
Department contrary to the statute is without force of 
law. It is insisted, in opposition to the claim, that the 
work might properly be required of the claimant without 
extra pay. The brief admits that the duty was lawfully 
required, but says that right to extra pay follows under 
the terms of the statute. The order of the superior 
officer is sufficient to require the soldier to serve as com- 
* pany clerk, but when he enters upon such service, it is 
contended, the law gives him such extra pay. Company 
or troops clerks throughout the Army are interested in 
this case, as it is understood to be a test case undertaken 
on behalf of a number of those concerned. The attorneys 
for the claimant are King and King, of Washington.

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From the report on ordnance work during the months 
of September and October we learn that the Ordnance 
Board recommends service test of 3-inch cast-iron shell 
with 21-second fuse for Field Artillery target practice, 
which it believes will meet the requirements of mobile 
artillery target practice. From Frankford Arsenal two- 
wire combination electric friction primer and_ electric 
firing device for seacoast cannon have been shipped to 
the Ordnance Board for test. Laboratory tests are now 
in progress with a view to the possible development of a 
fuse powder of greater uniformity, permitting changes in 
the construction of the fuse. Satisfactory tests have 
been made of an oxy-acetylene welding apparatus for 
metallic packing boxes for ammunition. The manufacture 
of forty-eight battery commander’s rulers for use with 
4.7-inch gun material has been undertaken, and range 
quadrants used with 3-inch field gun stiffened. Scales. 
designed by Sergt. Frank Newell, 78d Co, C.A.C., to 








eliminate pasting of paper scales on the gun arm for 
subcaliber practice, are being manufactured. The prism 
holder of telescopic sight, model of 1902, has been im- 
proved, and will be applied as telescopes are returned 
for repairs. A star gauge, model of 1906, is being 
altered for the Sandy Hook Proving Ground to eliminate 
errors, The manufacture of a set of instruments to 
complete the equipment of the proof house at Picatinny 
Arsenal for experimental firings has been undertaken. 
Design of primer for .30 caliber subcaliber cartridges has 
been submitted and approved. Four punch double acting 
draw. press for the manufacture of .30 caliber cartridge 
cases is in operation. At Rock Island the upper band 
of rifles is now forged flat, bent and welded. This 
obviates a large amount of drilling and requires a 
smaller amount of steel. Chemical laboratory has been 
installed, and is now equipped for testing oils, steels, 
other metals, ete. At the Bethlehem Steel Works work 
has been undertaken on armor for two 14-inch gun 
turrets, model of 1909. 





That the reward paid to a policeman for the capture 
of a deserter from the U.S. Army cannot be taken from 
him by any act of a state legislature, is the position 
taken by the War Department. This ruling has been 
made by the War Department in response to a request 
from the commander of the Department of the Missouri 


for a decision on a law that has recently been enacted by 
the Iowa state legislature. In the Iowa law it is provided 
that all rewards in money that may be paid to a police 
officer for extraordinary services must be turned over to 
the policemen’s pension fund. ‘The question is now under 
consideration by the Attorney General of Iowa, and the 
commander of the Department of the Missouri is requested 
to call his attention to the ruling of the War Department. 
In writing the opinion of the War Department, the Judge 
Advocate General says: “It is believed that if a police 
officer is allowed to render service at all he should be 
regarded as doing so under a contract relation with the 
United States, and that any act of legislation on the part 
of the state which would deprive him of the full com- 
pensation which he is entitled to receive under the laws 
of the United States for such service will fall within the 
same reason as was applied by the Supreme Court to 
the matter of the taxation by state of the salary of 
officers of the United States. It is clear that it would 
to a large extent defeat the purpose for which the reward 
is offered. It is therefore. the opinion of this office that 
the statute in question should not be construed as cover- 
ing the rewards paid by the United States for the appre- 
hension and delivery of deserters.” 


The Quartermaster’s Department will shortly issue six 
months’ emergency horse rations for a troop of Cavalry 
to be located in the Philippines and for a troop to be 
stationed in the States. Upon the result of this experi- 
ment will depend the fate of the so-called emergency 
grain ration which has been prepared under the direction 
of Lieut. N. C. Shiverick, 3d Cex. at the Rock Island 
Arsenal, The ration is composed of crushed oats, molasses 
and salt. Under heavy pressure it is put up in cakes of 
about five pounds each. Two cakes are sufficient for a 
day's rations. Oats alone for a day’s rations weigh about 
twelve pounds, and as a result there is a saving of two 
pounds in the rations of a horse. Then the emergency 
ration will occupy less space and can be handled more 
easily in transit. In a preliminary test of the rations 
at Fort Wingate Assistant Secretary of War Oliver was 
very favorably impressed with the result. The horses 
appeared to enjoy the rations, and it is claimed that 
there is by far more nutriment in five pounds of the 
emergency ration than in six pounds of oats. But before 
the department makes a final report upon Lieutenant 
Shiverick’s idea it has been decided to give it a six 
months’ test under different conditions and climate.

Major C. H. McKinstry, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., 
Manila, P.I., wants an assistant engineer familiar with 
re-enforced concrete and structural steel design and con- 
struction and experienced in fortification work, to take 
local responsible charge of fortification construction on 
El Fraile Island, Manila Bay. Travel expended will be 
allowed from home in the United States to Manila, P.I., 
and return after two or more years’ satisfactory service.

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There appears to be a difference of opinion among the 
members of the Army and Navy Club, Washington, D.C., 
as to the proposed new clubhouse. Those opposed to the 
plans adopted by the officers of the club have sent out 
circular letters asking members to furnish them with 
proxies to vote against them. It would be nothing less than 
a miracle if the members of so large a club could be 
brought to a unanimous conclusion on any subject, but it 
is incumbent on those who oppose the proposed plans to 
suggest something so much better that a larger propor- 
tion of the memhers of the club will accept it in preference 
to the plan proposed. 
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The Rev. F. A. Jensen, formerly a football player on 
the University of Chicago eleven, was acquitted in Seattle, 
Wash., Nov. 14. 1910, of having worn unlawfully the 
uniform of a U.S. sailor in a reform crusade. The town 
of Charlestown is by law, but not in fact, “dry.” The 
Rev. Mr. Jensen, in the uniform of a marine sergeant, 
found it easy to buy liquor in the “blind pigs.” Then he 
was prosecuted for violation of the new law forbidding a 
civilian to wear the garb of the U.S. sailor. The trial 
justice ruled that the law was unconstitutional, and 
pointed out women in the courtroom wearing sailors’ caps 
and blouses. 
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Dr. Ariga, the Japanese authority on Japanese law, 
in a Tokio publication describes a treaty with Russia 
which he thinks will ensure peace with that country and 
enable Japan to somewhat reduce her armament and 
relieve her from dependence unon Emgland for the doubt- 
ful renewal of her treaty with that country. There is 
possibility of disagreement with China if Russia should 
refuse to repurchase the Manchurian railway at the end 
of the present thirty years’ contract with the Russo- 
Chinese Rank, or Japan decline to leave Port Arthur 
when her lease expires. This would result in a continued 
pressure from Japan and Russia, In contracting treaties 








England, France, Russia and Japan have purposely left 
Germany out of reckoning. It is natural, theref that 
Germany and China should be more closely drawn 
together in order to protect their interests. Japan, 
therefore, writes Dr. Ariga, expects with certainty to find 
the European Power on the side of China—a condition 
of affairs, he says, “upon which we shall have to keep 
an ever-watchful eye. A protest on the part of America 
against the Mew treaty is as far from the realm of 
probability as a war between Japan and America.”

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From an extended report made by Asst. Surg. Earle 
P. Huff, U.S.N., of the Villalobos, the Yangste River 
Valley, in China, is an excellent illustration of the 
disastrous effect of the absence of all sanitary regulations. 
In addition to finding all of the diseases common to tropic 
and subtropie regions, Assistant Surgeon Huff found a 
number of diseases of an uncertain origin. One was a 
fever which is associated with severe attacks of rash. 
This ailment, which is not considered serious in well 
regulated communities, is regarded as extremely dangerous 
in the Yangtse valley.

Capt. Thomas B. Howard, U.S.N., who was promoted 
rear admiral on Nov. 14, 1910, by the retirement of Rear 
Admiral Arnold, has seen a wide range of service during 
his career. He has served in the sailing ships and steam 
sloops of the old Navy, aboard monitors, in the modern 
cruisers and battleships and practice ships. He was born 
in Illinois. and was appointed to the Naval Academy in 
June, 1869, and was commissioned ensign in July, 1874.

He was at 
the Naval Academy, 1881-4; on the Saratoga, 1884-7; at 
the Naval Academy, 1887-91; on the Constellation, for the 
practice cruises of 1877 and 1889, and on the Bennington, 
of the Squadron of Evolution and South Atlantic Station, 
1891-3. He was on the Caravel Pinta during a cruise 
from Barcelona to Havana: was on the Bennington 
during the naval review of 1898: on the Miantonomoh, 
1893-4: at the Naval Academy, 1894-7, and was on the 
practice cruise in the Monongahela, 1895. His next duty 
was on the U.S.S. Concord, 1897-8: he took part in the 
battle of Manila Bay. May 1. 1898: the capture of 
Subig Bay. July 7, 1898, and the surrender of Manila, 
Aug. 13, 1898. He was on the Charleston in 1899, taking 
part in the battle of Manila (insurgents), Feb. 5, 1899; 
the battle of Caloocan, Feb. 10, 1899, and the bombard- 
ment of the hill forts, Cebu, July 26-28. He was on 








the monitor Monadnock, August, 1899, taking part in 
the bombardment of the hill forts of Cebu, Sept. 12, 1899, 
and was placed in command of the Monadnock in Feb- 
ruary, 1900, to April, 1900. He was on the Scindia, 
April to August, 1900; at the Naval Academy, September, 
1900; was in command of the monitor Puritan at the 
inauguration, March 4, 1901, and was in command of 
the Chesapeake during the practice cruise of 1901. He 
was subsequently in command of the Nevada and the 
Tennessee, was on duty at the Naval Academy, and 
during the famous round the world cruise of the Battle- 
ship Fleet, 1908-09, he assumed command of the Ohio 
from San Francisco home. His present command is the 
Fourth Division of the Battleship Fleet on its European 
cruise, with headquarters on the rgia. 

Capt. Samuel A. W. Patterson, U.S.M.C., who has 
been placed on the retired list on account of defective 
hearing, is a native of the District of Columbia, and 
entered the Service Jan. 11, 1900. His last assignment 
to foreign duty was with the 1st Brigade in the Philip- 
pines, Sept. 1. 1909, and he has recently been at the 
Naval Hospital, Mare Island, Cal. 

Brig. Gen. Albert L. Myer, U.S.A.. who was retired 
for age Nov. 14, 1910, was born in New York Nov. 14, 
1846. He joined the Army as a private in Company F, 
11th Infantry, Oct. 26, 1865, and served therein as 
sergeant and Q.M. sergeant. He was appointed a second 
lieutenant. 29th Infantry, Dec. 6, 1867; was transferred 
to the 11th Infantry April 25, 1869, and served with 
that regiment for thirty-two years, passing through the 
grades of first lieutenant, captain and major, until pro- 
moted lieutenant colonel of the 27th Infantry, April 22, 
1901. He was transferred to the 11th Infantry Aug. 1, 
1901; was promoted colonel of the 17th Infantry in 
February, 1903, and a month later was transferred to the 
11th Infantry. He reached the grade of brigadier general 
March 23, 1907. In the fall of 1876 General Myer, then 
a lieutenant in the 11th Infantry, went with his regiment 
to the Department of Dakota for field service in connec- 
tion with the Indian war in that territory and in 
Montana. At the outbreak of the war with Spain the 
regiment was sent to Alabama. and from there to Porto 
Rico in July, 1898, landing at Guonica on Aug. 2, General 
Myer then serving as a captain in the campaign on that 
island. His last duty was in command of the Department 
of Texas. and the handsome tribute paid to him by citi- 
zens of San Antonio appeared in our issue of Nov. 12, 
page 300. 

Col. Montgomery M. Macomb, 6th Field Art., U.S.A., 
appointed brigadier general Nov. 14, 1910, vice Myer, 
retired. was born in Michigan Oct. 12, 1852. and was 
appointed to the Military Academy from Illinois in 1870, 
graduating in 1874 as a second lieutenant, and was as- 
signed to the 4th Artillery. He served on frontier duty 
at Fort Wrangel, Alaska, and was then appointed aide- 
de-camp to Brevet Major General Meigs, while on a tour 
of duty in Europe to study the constitution and govern- 
ment of European armies. From 1891 wntil 1896 he was 
in command of Corps No. 1 of the Central American 
Division of the Tntereontinental Railway Commission, 
heing in the field in Central America. In the Porto 
Riean campaign in 1898 Colonel Macomb served in the 
field, and during the Japanese war he was with the Rus- 
sian army in Manchuria as an observer all through the 
memorable campaign of 1905. He was promoted first 
lieutenant Sent, 6, 1879: cantain, 7th Artillery. March 
&. 1898: major. Artillerv Corns, Nov. 4, 1901, and 
lientenant colonel March 26. 1996. and colonel April 5, 
1907, and on the reorganization of the Artillery arm in 
June of that vear he was assigned to the 6th Field Artil- 
lery. General Macomb has been assigned to the new mili- 
tary district of Hawaii. and his last duty was as a 
member of the General Staff at Washington, D.C. 

Major Gen. George F. Elliott, commandant of the U.S. 
Marine Corps. who retires for age on Nov. 30, 1910. is 
a native of Alabama and an officer of well known ability. 
He was commissioned a second lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps Oct, 12, 1870, and his first duty was at the Marine 
Barracks, Washington. He has performed duty in 
various parts of the globe, and among the vessels he has 
served on are Frolic, Monongahela, Alliance, Vandalia, 
Baltimore. He was with the Panama expedition in 1885, 
and performed conspicuous service with the Marine Bat- 
talion in Cuba in 1898, and has also served in the Philip- 
pines and different shore stations. He was placed in 
command of the Marine Corps, with the rank of brigadier 
general, Oct. 3, 1908. and his administration of affairs 
has been of the most progressive character. He was 
advanced several numbers in 1898 for gallantry in Cuba.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Gen. Beverly H. Robertson, formerly of the Confederate 
Service. and a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1849, 
died in Washington, D.C., Nov. 12, 1910. He was born 
in Amelia county, Va., June -5, 1826, and was appointed 
to West Point and graduated from that institution July 
1, 1849. From West Point he was sent into the Western 
country as a brevet second lieutenant, 2d Dragoons, and 
took an active part in suppressing the frequent Indian 
uprisings that marked the early life of the frontier in 
Nebraska. New Mexico and South Dakota from 1851 to 
1859. When the War of the Rebellion broke out in 1861 
General Robertson took sides with his native state and 
went South, and was dismissed from the Federal Service 
Avg. 8, 1861. He very soon won distinction as a member 
of the famous “Black Horse Cavalry” under General 
Ashby. He attained the rank in the Confederate Service 
of a brigadier general. At the close of the war he went 
to Washington and engaged in the real estate and insur- 
ance business. 

Mrs. Mary Fogg Reynolds, who died at St. Louis, Mo., 
Noy. 10, 1910, was the mother of Lieut. Stephen C. 
Reynolds, 11th U.S. Cav., and of Mrs, George Grunert, 
wife of Lieutenant Grunert, 11th U.S. Cav. 

Chief Btsn, Peter H. Smith, U.S.N., retired, who died 
at the Naval Medical School, Washington, D.C., Nov. 14, 
was born in Holland, and was warranted Aug. 7, 1872, 
after three years’ previous service. He reached the rank 
of chief boatswain March 3, 1899, and was placed on the 
retired list Feb. 28, 1993, on account of the age limit. 

Capt. Thomas Mason, U.S.R.C.S.. retired, who died at 
East Orange, N.J., Nov. 12, 1910, was born in New 
York Jan. 31, 1841. He entered the Service as a third 
lieutenant Sept. 2, 1868, and was retired May 3, 1895, 
for disability incident to the Service. He enlisted in the 
Union Navy at the outbreak of the Civil War, and on 
the Hartford took nart in the battles of New Orleans and 
Mobile Bay and the bombardment of Fort Fisher. For 
his braverv Congress awarded him a medal of honor. He 
is survived by his wife, a son and a daughter. 

Lieut. Col. Edmond G._ Fechét. U.S.A., retired, a 
veteran of the Civil and Indian Wars, died of heart 
disease at Champaign, Ill., Nov. 16, 1910. He was born 





in Michigan, July 11, 1844. He enlisted in the Army on 
June 19, 1861, as sergeant of Company A, 7th Michigan 
Infantry, serving until September, 1862. He was shot 
throngh the lung at the battle of Antietam, and although 
he became first lieutenant on May 1, 1863, his wouad 
compelled him to resign his commission. He re-enlisted 
Oct. 13, 1863, and was made Q.M. sergeant in the 10th 
Michigan Cavalry, and was subsequently promoted second 
and first lieutenant. He was mustered out of the Volun- 
teer Service in November, 1865, and commanded the 
ordnance department at Knoxville at the time. He was 
awarded the brevets of first lieutenant and captain for 
gallant and meritorious services in the battle of Antietam. 
Appointed a second lieutenant in the Sth Cavalry, U.S.A., 
in July, 1866, he went to California, and in the following 
year was transferred to Fort Whipple, Ariz., where he 
saw service against Hualapi_ and Tonto Apaches. Pro- 
moted to a captaincy in 1870, he remained on Indian 
service until 1876, when he went to Texas. In 1881 he 
was transferred to Fort Clark, and in May, 1888, he 
marched with his Tegiment from Texas to Dakota, a 
distance of 2,100 miles. Captain Fechét was conspicuous 
in the Sioux campaign of the winter of 1890-91. He was 
promoted major in the 6th Cavalry on April 20, 1891, and 
was retired on account of disability on July 9, 1898. 
For his Civil War record he was advanced on the retired 
list to the rank of lieutenant colonel on April 23, 1904. 
He is survived by a brother, Lieut. Col. Eugene O. 
Fechét, U.S.A., retired, living at Hilliard, Fla. 

Mae Conolly Koch, wife of Capt. Theodore H. Koch, 
C.A.C., stationed at Fort Rosecrans, Cal., died at her 
residence at the post Thursday, Nov. 10, 1910. She was 
born in North Carolina about thirty-five years ago. 
Beside her husband, one daughter survives. The funeral 
was held at the residence on Noy. 11, Chaplain Joseph 
I. Hunter, U.S.A., officiating. Interment was made in 
the U.S. cemetery on Point Loma. 

Mrs. A. N. Macdonald, mother of Mrs. W. F. Herring- 
shaw, wife of Lievt. W. F. Herringshaw, 13th Cav., 
passed away at her late home in Cleveland Nov. 14, 1910. 

Mr. Ralph Johnstone, one of the most daring and skil- 
ful of American aviators, met his death at Denver, Colo., 
Nov. 17, 1910, while executing a spiral dive. Mr. John- 
stone held the world’s record for altitude. made on Oct. 
28 at Belmont Park, when he reached a height of 9,714 
feet, and he was one of the most experienced of the 
Wrights’ corps of fliers.

REAR ADMIRAL S§. B. LUCE. 


Referring to the order relieving Rear Admiral Luce 
from -active duty, the New York Sun says: ; 

“There has been no more active officer on the retired 
list than Stephen Bleecker Luce. He has always kept 
up with naval development, whether in ship construction, 
improvement of ordnance or training of the fighting 
force. Learning the rudiments of his profession on a 
wooden seventy-four, he lived to command a squadron of 
steel ships with ‘guns of heavy caliber. Sailing round 
the world on the old Columbus, he lived to see an Amer- 
ican fleet of sixteen of the most powerful battleships 
afloat make the same grand tour. He visited Japan as a 
naval officer when she was a feeble and obscure nation, 
aind lived to see her vanquish Russia on both sea and land 
and become one of the foremost military Powers in the 
world. ‘Truly a career that has spanned the medieval 
and the modern in Asia and seen wooden navies change 
and expand into floating fortresses that keep the world’s 
peace is a remarkable career. And this suggests to us 
what Admiral Luce said at the opening of the summer 
session of the Naval War College in 1903: 

“*The proud position we as a nation now occupy was 
rendered possible by wars. Any future problems in the 
destiny of men will be worked out through the instru- 
mentality of the sword. There is no escaping it. Tears 
and tirades are here of no avail. We are no apologists 
for war. Heaven forbid! We simply regard it from the 
common sense point of view as one of the many evils 
flesh is heir to. War in certain instances may be averted. 
But mark this well. it may be averted in one way only, 
and that way is to be fully prepared for it. That is the 
meaning of this college; it is an instrumentality for the 
prevention of war by being prepared for it.’ 

“The great service this fine old veteran has rendered 
the country, after retiring from command, the Naval 
War College bears witness to. It is his enduring monu- 
ment. Some money may be saved by reducing the pay 
of Rear Admiral Luce to the retired rate, but the coun- 
try will remain his debtor as long as he lives.”

G.O. 208, NOV. 8, 1910, WAR DEPT. 

Where an offense is committed on an Army transport by a 
person subject to the Articles of War, a military prosecution 
should be immediately instituted, by the preparation of 
charges and specifications. When an offense amounting to 
felony or a serious misdemeanor is committed by one member 
of the ship’s company against another, on the high seas, 
neither party being subject to the operation of the Articles of 
War, the offender will be confined and turned over to the 
proper United States court at the first port of entry; if at 
such port of entry there be no court of the United States 
having jurisdiction over the offense committed, the offender 
will be held in confinement on board the ship until a port is 
reached in which tlfere is a court of the United States 
having jurisdiction of the offense as a crime committed on the 
high seas outside the territorial jurisdiction of any state or 
territory. 

If the offense be committed in the territorial waters of a 
state or territory, the prisoner will be turned over to the 
proper state or territorial court, if there be one, having 
jurisdiction of the offense. Should the offense be less serious, 
amounting to an infraction of the ship’s discipline, or to a 
mere misdemeanor, reasonable disciplinary punishment may 
be imposed by the ship’s master. 

Where an offense is committed on an Army transport, but 
in the territorial waters of a state or organized territory of 
the United States, the injured party being a civilian, not a 
member of the ship’s company, the offender will be surren- 
dered upon the presentation of a warrant by the proper Fed- 
eral, state, or territorial authority, and the Officer serving 
the same will receive the necessary assistance in execution, as 
provided in the 59th Article of War. If warrants from the 
United States and from the state or territorial courts issue, in 
the same case, surrender will be made to the officer whose 
service is first in point of time. In no case, however, will 
any officer of the Army undertake to pass upon the sufficiency 
of a warrant issued by a court of the United States, or of a 
state or territory, such questions being for judicial, rather 
than executive, determination.

CHANGES IN MANUAL OF GUARD DUTY. 
G.O. 210, NOV. 10, 1910, WAR DEPT. 

1. Pars. 11, 12, 19, 20, 22, 25, 27, 29, 31, 34, 40, 91, 189, 
190, 282, 384, 394, and 417, Manual of Guard Duty, are 
amended to read as follows: , 

11. As far as the exigencies of the service will permit, de- 
tachments for all service will be formed by taking battalions, 
companies, platoons, or other subdivisions in turn, according 
to the roster. 

12. At all posts or stations where there are two or more 
companies, guard and fatigue duties will be performed in turn 
by organizations or subdivisions thereof. When an organiza- 
tion is detailed to form the guard the commander thereof will 
be the officer of the day and the junior officers thereof will be 
the officers of the guard. The organization may, in the dis- 
cretion of the commanding officer, be inspected on its own 
parade by its commander and marched to the post of the 
guard by the senior subordinate. 

When details of subdivisions of a company are made for 
guard duty, the detail for officer of the day, officer of the 
guard, if any, and musicians of the guard, will be made by 
roster. 

19. At a post or camp where headquarters of more than 
one regiment are stationed, or in the case of a small brigade 
in the field, if but one guard be necessary for the whole post 
or camp, details of organizations or subdivisions for the guard 
will be made from the headquarters of the command, and, if 
formal guard mounting is to be held, the adjutant, sergeant 
major, and band to attend guard mounting will be designated. 

20. The following are the usual rosters relative to guard 
duty: 

av Officers of the Day. 


2. Officers of the Guard. 
8. Musicians of the Guard. 
4. Organizations or subdivisions for Guard. 
The first three are kept when the guard is composed of less 


than a company. 

The first two are kept by the adjutant, the third and fourth 
by the sergeant major under supervision of the adjutant. 

In addition to the foregoing there will be kept in each com- 
pany stationed at a post or camp where there are less than 
two companies, and in troops or batteries which furnish their 
own stable and park guards, a roster of non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates of the guard. 

Captains supervise the keeping of the company rosters by 
their first sergeants, and see that all duties performed by 
members of the company are duly credited. 

22. An officer of the day is required for duty with each 
guard, and when more than one guard is required in a com- 
mand, a field officer of the day may also be detailed. The 
field officer of the day receives his orders from the brigade or 
division commander, as directed by the latter. Captains may, 
when guards are composed of less than a company, be placed 
on the roster for field officers of the day. 

25. The details of organizations for guard, as well as for 
officers of the day and guard, when made, are published at 
the parade next preceding the commencement of their tour. 
Officers are also personally notified on the day before their 
tour by a written order, when practicable. 

27. The strength of post guards, as far as practicable, will 
be made so as to insure privates an interval of not less than 
six days between tours, or only one tour in seven days. When 
the number of available men at a post is not sufficient to ful- 
fil this requirement, extra and special duty men should be 
regularly detailed for night guard duty, still performing their 
usual duties in the daytime. When it becomes necessary to 
detail extra and special duty men for guard, a roster of such 
men containing a record of the guard duty performed by each 
will be kept by the sergeant major under supervision of the 
adjutant. 

29. Credit will be given to troops and batteries that furnish 
their own stable or stable and park guard for the number of 
men furnished for stable or stable and park guard as though 
they had been detailed for post guard. 

31. The stable sergeant and stable orderly are detailed on 
special duty for such periods as may be directed by troop 
commanders, and while on this special duty are not available 
for guard duty. 

34. Should the adjutant be notified that men are required 
to fill vacancies in the guard, he will cause them to be sup- 
plied from the supernumerary company or subdivision, A 
soldier who thus! goes on guard will be credited on the com- 
pany roster with a tour of guard duty as if he had been 
regularly mounted as a member of the guard. 

40. The detail of organizations or subdivisions thereof for 
guard and fatigue duties will be made by roster. The size of 
the guard required having been determined, that organization 
or subdivision which meets the requirement as to strength 
will constitute the guard. One such ovganization or sub- 
division will then be designated as supernumerary, and the 
men required to fill vacancies in the guard, whether such 
vacancies are due to deficiency in strength of organizations 
detail for guard, or to the relief of members of the guard 
from any cause, will be furnished from this supernumerary 
organization or subdivision, The detail as supernumerary 
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organization or subdivision will hold only until each of the 
other organizations or subdivisions on duty at the post or 
station has performed one tour of guard duty. The super- 
numerary organization or subdivision will then-be placed at 
the foot of the roster for guard and fatigue duty and the 
others will, in like manner, be detailed in turn as super- 


numerary. 

91. Should a member of the guard be taken sick, or be 
arrested, or desert, or leave his guard, thereby reducing the 
strength of the guard below the minimum required for the 
proper performance of the duty required of it, the commander 
of the guard will at once notify the adjutant. (See. Par. 34.) 

189. When so directed, the officer who inspects the guard 
at guard mounting will select from the members of the new 
guard at such inspection an orderly for the commanding offi- 


190. That soldier will be chosen who is most correct in the 
performance of duty and in military bearing, neatest in person 
and clothing, and whose arms and accouterments are in the 
best condition. Clothing, arms, and equipments must con- 
form to the regulations. If there be doubt as to the relative 
merits ef two or more soldiers, the inspecting officer may 
cause them to form in line a few paces in front of the guard 
or may proceed to the guardhouse and cause them to form in 
line a few paces from the guard after it has been brought to 
an order. They fall in facing to the front at an order arms. 
The inspecting officer will cause them to execute the manual 
of arms, both with and without the numbers, to march, etc., 
the most proficient being selected as orderly. If doubt still 
exists, he will subject them to a more minute inspection, or 
may cause them to draw lots. The commander of the guard 
will be notified of the selection. 

282. In camps of instruction the proper number of sentinels 
for the color line will be selected from the guard: by the in- 
specting officer at guard mounting, the required number of 
extra men being mounted with the guard for this purpose. 
They are designated color sentinels, and are selected in the 
manner prescribed for the selection of the orderly for the com- 
manding officer. (See. Par. 190.) 

384. When stable guards are mounted the stables of the 
Cavalry will be guarded by sentinels from the stable guard. 
When no stable guards are mounted the stables of the Cavalry 
will be guarded by sentinels posted from the main guard, 
under the control of the officer of the day. The post com- 
mander will limit the number of sentinels to the least com- 
patible with the protection of horses and property. Gen- 
erally one sentinel at each end of a row of eight or less troop 
stables will be ample for this duty. If less than three troops 
of Cavalry are stationed at a post, one sentinel will be posted 
to the best advantage to secure safety of horses and property. 
A stable orderly, in addition to the stable sergeant, should 
always remain in the stable at night within easy call of the 
guard. These special details, as also that of herd guard, when 
necessary, will be made and credited on proper rosters. (See 
Pars. 30 and 31.) 

394. The stable guard, when authorized, will be mounted 
under the supervision of the troop commander. It will be 
armed, at the discretion of the troop commander, with either 
the rifle or pistol. 

417. The guns, caissons, etc., with their ammunition and 
stores, as well as the horses, harness and forage, are under 
the charge of a stable and park guard consisting of such non- 
commissioned officers and privates as the commanding officer 
may decide to be necessary.

The fol- 
lowing is the law applicable to the case: ‘‘It is recommend- 
ed,’’ says’ Judge Advocate General Davis, U.S.A., ‘‘that, in 
cases of enlisted men who are found to be insane, but whose 
insanity was not incurred in the line of duty or is due to 
causes which existed before-their admission to the military 
service, a discretion be exercised by the Secretary of War in 
respect to their admission to the asylum... Where the condi- 
tions above described are found to exist, it is recommended 
that the soldier be discharged on surgeon’s certificate of 
disability; prior to the execution of such discharge, the Ad-

Brig. Gen. Montgomery M. Macomb will sail for his 
new post in the Hawaiian Islands on the Jan, 5 trans- 
port. On Tuesday, Nov. 15, he was sworn in as a 
brigadier general and accepted his commission. General 
Macomb will be the first commander of the new District 
of Hawaii. Until he leaves for Hawaii, General Macomb 
will be kept busy in connection with the work of revising 
the Field Artillery Drill Regulations (provisional), 
1908. It is expected that the Field Artillery Board will 
be able to complete its revision of the regulations some 
time next summer. Additional chapters that were omit- 
ted will be prepared in the form of supplementary 
pamphlets. These include those entitled, “The Soldier 
Mounted,” “The Artillery in the Field” and “Ammuni- 
tion Supply.” After these supplementary chapters have 
been given the Service test they will be incorporated 
into one volume and issued. 











The Colt and Savage automatic pistols are being sub- 
jected to the most severe test that has ever been devised 
by the Ordnance Department for a firearm. At the 
Springfield Armory the board which has charge of the 
tests has required, among other things, that the pistols 
be fired 6,000 times. ‘There are other requirements, but 
this is the most severe feature of the test. Naturally 
ordnance officers are doubtful of the effectiveness for all

times. In the Ordnance Department it is thought that 
if either of the pistols comes anywhere near going through 
the tests at Springfield a serviceable automatic pistol will 
have been found at last. 

Major Henry T. Allen, 8th Cav. (Gen. Staff), and 
Major David S. Stanley, Q.M. Dept., have been desig- 
nated as the representatives of the War Department in 
a conference with the Agricultural Department on the 
subject of raising the quarantine against horses brought 
from the Philippines. As we stated last week, it is 
thought that no reason now exists why the quarantine 
against Philippine horses should be maintained by the 
Government. When the quarantine was put in effect 
very little was known of the nature of the disease sura, 
and it was thought at that time that it was incurable. 
Now it is under control and the War Department is 
very anxious that the quarantine should be raised. 








The resignation of 2d Lieut. Charles S. Jackson, 11th 
U.S. Cav., has been accepted, to take effect on Jan. 1, 
1911. He has been granted leave of absence from Dec. 15 
until Jan, 1. Lieutenant Jackson was appointed to West 
Point from West Virginia on Aug. 22, 1904, and was 
graduated on Feb. 14, 1908, and assigned as a second 
lieutenant to the 11th Cavalry. 


Former Chief Constr. W. L. Capps, U.S.N., has been 
ordered to the Philippines to investigate the repair 
facilities of yards on the islands. The Secretary of the 
Navy is desirous of having an expert opinion of the con- 
ditions there before he makes his recommendation for a 
reorganization of the yards. 








A number of amendments have been made to the 
Manval of Guard Duty, and some of the paragraphs have 
been rescinded. These changes appear in G.O. 210, Nov. 
10, W.D., which we publish in this issue. 
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NEED OF A NATION-WIDE CONSTABULARY. 

The suggestion of Col. E. M. Weaver, U.S.A., Chief of 
the Division of Militia Affairs, in his annual report, that, 
to relieve the National Guard of the unpleasant task of 
resturing order in case of strikes, each state should have 
a force of state constabulary like that of Pennsylvania, 


is entirely in line with the repeated warnings of the 


ArMy AND Navy JourRNAL against the unnecessary 
calling out of the Militia and the tendency to depend too 
much on the state soldiery, rather than upon the police 
force. Colonel Weaver finds in this work of the National 
Guard in times of strike excitement the origin of much 
of the prejudice against that body on the part of organized 
labor. Admitting candidly the injurious effect of this 
prejudice upon recruiting in the Guard, he says: “It is 
not apparent what steps can be taken to remedy the 
difficulty. The preaching of patriotism, it is believed, 
will have no effect. Urging the fact that the Organized 
Militia has for its sole object the maintenance of law and 
order has already failed to have any influence on the 
attitude of the unions.” In the belief that “it is almost 
hopeless to expect any relief from these conditions by the 
enactment of state laws or any laws that would seek to 
restrain the labor unions from their unfriendly attitude,” 
Colonel Weaver puts forward the suggestion that the 
Pennsylvania plan be imitated by the other states. This 
he considers “the only real practical solution that has 
appeared at any point which promises satisfactorily to 
relieve the situation.” In cataloguing the merits of the 
constabulary of the Keystone state, the Division Chief 
says: 

“This force of highly trainel soldiers of the highest 
standard of discipline, maintained constantly in the most 
efficient state of drill and equipment, has been introduced 
in the state of Pennsylvania as a state police force to 
supplement the work of the city police or county con- 
stabulary in any part of the state in case of an emergency 
which overtaxes the capacity of the local police or con- 
stabulary. It operates practically to relieve the Organized 
Militia of the state from all strike or other duty which 


would bring them into antagonism with representatives 


of the labor unions, and reserves the Militia forces of the 
state particularly for national defense.” Colonel Weaver 
is of the opinion that if the other states should adopt the 
constabulary idea “the labor unions would come to look 
upon the Militia as a force for national defense, rather 
than as a state police force, and in course of time their 
opposition to the Organized Militia would disappear.” 
But it is not the sentiment of the labor unions alone 
that should be considered in estimating the value of 
Colonel Weaver’s suggestion. It is the feeling among 
the Militiamen themselves about this kind of duty, quite 
irrespectively of the attitude of organized labor. We 
recently published the letter of a Militia captain who 
complained that his company had been called out so often 
for what was really police duty that in a short time 
this kind of work amounted to about two months of field 
service. He complained that this sort of duty was dis- 
tasteful to the men, that they complained that they did 
not enlist for that purpose, that recruiting was injured, 
and the spirit of the whole company was lowered. If it 
be said that the cost of such a constabulary would be 
too great, it is sufficient to say that there are other states 
as able to pay for such a force as Pennsylvania. Surely 
New York, Massachusetts, Illinois and Ohio will not say 
that they are unable to go to similar expense. It is 
interesting to note that New York has already a nucleus 
for such a force in the Aqueduct police, which was 
organized to guard the watershed of the new aqueduct for 
New York city. When this undertaking is completed the 
question will arise as to what should be done with this 
force, which is mounted and is said to be fairly well 
disciplined, although it is not to be expected that it will 
show such discipline as it would display if it were part 
of a general state system drilled and equipped upon a 
well thought out plan based on military fundamentals. 
One does not need to give full accord to the views of 
Colonel Weaver to acknowledge that something must be 
done to meet the opposition of labor unions to the Or- 
ganized Militia. Our columns often have borne testimony 
to the harmful influence of such opposition not only upon 
recruiting, but also upon re-enlistments. In one company 
of the New Jersey Guard, to cite only one example, a 
captain counted upon retaining five excellent men of his 
command when their terms were ended, but when the 
time came they informed him that their unidns had made 
it incumbent upon them to withdraw from the military 
service. They said they did this with regret, which was 
doubtless genuine in every phase of it, for the men had a 
natural inclination for the soldier’s life and had fine 
records of service in their first enlistment period. We 
have suggested the passage of laws preventing such dis- 
crimination by labor unions against the Militia, but the 
Chief of the Militia Division, who doubtless has gone 
thoroughly into this aspect of the matter, confesses his 
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inability to see his way out by that pathway, and turns 
to a universal state cdnstabulary. as the only available 
remedy. 

We have often seen instances where the National 
Guard has been called out. for purposes really foreign to 
the basic principle underlying its organization and 
maintenance, and have often dwelt upon the danger of so 
misusing the state soldiery. Our protests have not met 
with the recognition they should have received, and, as 
a result, we are face to face with a situation that presents 
no ordinary difficulties and requires a broad view of the 
real purpose and value of a state Militia to relieve it of 
its unpleasant aspects. The AkRMy AND Navy JOURNAL, 
in criticizing state officials for permitting the Guard to 
be’ called out for purposes wholly within the scope of the 
ordinary police power, emphasized the fact that the 
criticism was not leveled so much at the single act as 
upon the influence it would have upon succeeding cases, 
and the tendency it would help to develop to depend at 
first upon the strongest force fn the state for the preserva- 
tion of order. It is a natural temptation, when one has 
several powers within his control to abate an evil, to call 
upon the strongest at first, rather than to progress to it 
through the failure of the others. As it is with the in- 
dividual, so it is with the state, and we have noticed this 
growing disposition with apprehension, if not alarm. 
Now that the head of the Militia Division sees this danger 
as clearly as we have seen it for years, our efforts may 
receive the weighty official support the importance of the 
problem demands. 
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PROSPECTS OF SERVICE LEGISLATION. 

The Personnel bill, as has been outlined in the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL, and the authorization of the con- 
struction of a fleet of aeroplanes is about all the im- 
portant legislation that can be expected from Congress 
during the approaching session, according to the opinion 
of Chairman Hull, of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs. To secure the passage of even these bills Chair- 
man Hull thinks it will require the united efforts of the 
War Department, state Militia and the friends of the 
Army in Congress. An attempt to secure any. other 
legislation is apt to prevent any legislation for the Army. 
“To begin with, it must be remembered,” said Chairman 
Hull, “that the next session will be a short one. Under 
the new rules there will be very little time for any other 
legislation than the Appropriation bill. Under the call 
of the committees the Military Affairs Committee will not 
be reached until late in the session. This will make it 
necessary for the War Department to have a definite 
program outlined and to press the most urgent legislation. 
Any serious disagreement among the officers of the Army 
over a legislative program will be seized upon as an 
excuse, by those who are opposed to the increasing of the 
efficiency of the Army, for the defeat of all legislation 
In my opinion a bill which will provide for officers to 
take the place of those on detached duty and for officers 
to act as instructors of the National Guard will pass at 
the next session. At least there would be a splendid 
opportunity of passing it if it has the support of the 
War Department and the state Militia. I understand 
that the War Department and the state Militia have 
endorsed a very meritorious bill, and if this is more than 
a mere perfunctory it will surely have weight with 
Congress, There seems to be a popular demand for some 
aviation legislation. There is an impression that there 
are great military possibilities in aeroplanes, and it 
appears to me that this country should keep pace with 
the other large nations in the development of aeroplanes. 
The heavier-than-air machine is an American invention, 
and this country should not allow other nations to rob 
it of the fruits of American inventive genius.” 

Although Secretary Meyer had about reached the con- 
clusion that the appropriation for navy yards and 
stations had been reduced to the lowest point that mili- 
tary efficiency would permit, on his recent trip he 
discovered that a further reduction of $300,000 in the 
annual appropriation would not decrease the efficiency 
of the Service. While the Secretary declines to give out 
particulars in advance of his appearance before the Naval 
Affairs Committee at this session, it is generally thought 
that part of this reduction will come through the abolish- 
ment of the navy yard at Charleston, S.C. Aside from 
this, it is said that the Secretary found a number of 
unnecessary duplications in the yards. After looking 
over the entire situation, the Secretary has decided not 
to recommend the abolishment of either of the yards on 
the Pacific coast. The Puget Sound Yard has an admir- 
able location and harbor. The Secretary found this 
harbor in excellent condition generally, and favors the 
development of it as fast as possible. At Mare Island 
there are some perplexing problems to solve. There is 
not sufficient depth of water at the government dock, and 
it will cost about a million and a half to make the neces- 
sary improvements in the harbor. At the same time it 
is understood that there are some negotiations pending 
by which the Government will be able to obtain a new 
dock with a sufficient depth of water for less money than 
it would require to improve the channel to Mare Island. 
Neither the Boston nor Portsmouth Navy Yards, on the 
Atlantic coast, will be disturbed by the recommendations 
of Secretary Meyer. Both of these yards have excellent 
harbors, and are needed to take care of the battleships 
now in process of construction and those which will be 
authorized at the approaching’session. The changes and 
reductions in the navy yards and stations will be recom- 
mended largely for those south of Norfolk. The Secre- 
tary has not worked out all the details of this proposed 
reorganization of Southern yards and stations, but will 


have a well defined plan when he goes before the Naval 
Committee. 

When President Taft returns from Panama he will 
take up with Secretary of War Dickinson the legislative 
program for the next session of Congress. The President 
and the Secretary are agreed on what the Army needs, 
but what it needs and what it will be able to get out 
of this Congress are entirely two different questions. 
As has been previously stated, Secretary Dickinson will 
endorse the new Army personnel bill as formulated by 
the General Staff and endorsed by the National Guard. 
It'is understood that the Secretary is particularly im- 
pressed with that feature of the bill providing for the 
detail of officers for the instruction of the National 
Guard. In his opinion this adds much to the strength 
of the measure before Congress, As might be expected 
the Secretary is very earnest in his advocacy of some 
legislation to provide the Army with aeroplanes. During 
his trip abroad the Secretary witnessed some of the 
most notable aviation meets by both military and civil 
birdmen. On two occasions the Secretary went up in 
an aeroplane. He has become an authority on aeroplanes 
himself and entertains a belief that there are great mili- 
tary possibilities in them. 


ABANDONMENT OF SMALL POSTS. 

The War Department at last appears to have made 
some progress toward the abolishment of political posts. 
Recommendations for the abandonment of the smaller 
posts and a systematic stationing of the Army have been 
in the annual report of almost every Secretary, Chief 
of Staff and department commander for the past ten or 
twelve years. But every time a movement in this direc- 
tion was made it was stopped by protests from the 
communities in which the posts were located. Strangely 
enough, the newspapers, which are so ready to criticise 
and attack the Army without cause, usually lead the 
opposition to the abandonment of any post, although it 
is generally admitted that such changes are in the interest 
of economy and for the good of the Service. 

This work of weeding out the smaller posts began last 
July, when Fort Walla Walla was placed-in the charge 
of caretakers. By G.O. No. 213, published in another 
column of this issue, three more posts are to be aban- 
doned. Upon the departure of the 3d Cavalry for the 
Philippines Fort Wingate will be abandoned, and when 
the 2d Infantry leaves for the Philippines a similar fate 
awaits Fort Thomas and Fort Assinniboine. Of course, 
protests will come from New Mexico and Montana as 
soon as it is known that Fort Wingate and Fort Assinni- 
boine are to be abolished. Already resolutions of protest 
from the Cincinnati commercial organization have been 
wired to Washington on account of the abandonment of 
Fort Thomas. Cincinnati regards Fort Thomas as one 
of its show places, and will make a fight for its retention. 
In all probability President Taft will find a delegation 
of his neighbors from Cincinnati waiting on the front 
porch of the White House when he returns from Panama, 
There is no doubt that a personal appeal will be made 
to the President by the Cincinnati business men. 

The policy of the War Department is to distribute the 
Army in regimental posts. If the Army was of sufficient 
strength the Department would locate a regiment near 
the capital city of every state in the Union. There is no 
longer any Indian frontier to guard, and it is generally 
agreed by the officers of the Department that it is a better 
plan to station troops near larger cities. If the Govern- 
ment ever furnishes sufficient funds the War Department 
will begin the construction of regimental posts. Plans 
have been prepared by the Quartermaster’s Department 
for regimental barracks. The barracks are to be built 
on a city block, with a court in the center. By such an 
arrangement it would be possible to station a regiment at 
almost any place without an extraordinary expenditure 
of funds for real estate. It is no longer regarded as 
necessary to maintain large military reservations for 
drilling purposes. It is thought a better plan to train 
troops on the streets of cities or on country roads. The 
future battles will probably be fought in settled countries, 
as there may soon no longer be any vacant spaces in this 
country for large battles. There will be no more battles 
of the Wilderness. 

But before this plan of creating regimental posts near 
the large cities can be carried out it will be necessary to 
abandon the smaller posts that have been maintained 
through local influences. It is understood that President 
Taft is interested in the carrying out of this policy, and 
will refuse to interfere with the abolishment of the posts 
as provided for in the general order. 








We wish to emphasize the demand made in a circular 
of the Intercollegiate Association that football officials 
enforce the rules and prevent any evasion. A year ago, 
in referring to a fatality on a football field, the Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL pointed out that a certain feature 
of mass play, which may be called the “crawl,” or the 
gaining of distance by the man on the ground who may 
have the ball, invites serious injuries by tempting the 
opposing side to fall upon him to prevent him from crawl- 
ing forward. The rules have distinctly forbidden such 
an attempt to gain distance, but the officials have winked 
at it, thus making inevitable many deplorable injuries. 
The blowing of the whistle the instant the man with the 
ball is on the ground, we are certain, would prevent 
much, if not nearly all, of the piling up of players and 
thus avoid the accidents attributable to that form of 
mass play. In the coming game between the Academies 
we trust that the officials will respect this demand of 
the Intercollegiate Association, and not allow the play 








to continue one instant after:any part of the 
the man with ‘the ball, except the legs and arms, 
the ground. So rapid has beén the growth of the 
collegiate Athletic Association, of which Capt. P. B. 
Pierce, U.S.A., is president, that a proposal is being 
seriously considered of changing its name to the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association. In the circular ‘from 
which we quoted last week the Association has this to 
say: “The new football rules are now undergoing.a 
crucial test On the gridirons of our college playgrounds. 
Due to the influence of this Association, the necessity 
for radical. ‘changes was brought home ‘to the Rules: Com- 
mittee, and it cannot be gainsaid that its members made 
every effort to solve the difficult problems set them satis- 
factorily. It is too early, perhaps, to say whether or 
not they succeeded. However, this Association exists 
in greater strength and influence than ever before, and 
thus remains an agent by which the work of this and 
other necessary committees may be influenced and di- 
rected. It is urged upon all that the new rules of play 
be given a fair trial... This cain be secured only by the 
students being required to play under them strictly, and 
the officials to enforce impartially the rules in contests. 
The governing: bodies of academic institutions should 
prevent any evasion of the playing rules.” 
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On her trip with the Pacific Fleet to South America 
the California made a new steaming record, according 
to the report of the commander-in-chief of the fleet, 
making four knots per ton of coal at ten knots per hour, 
and 3.56 knots: per ton at the rate of thirteen knots per 
hour. This run, which was made before the current 
steaming contest, it is believed will stand as the record 
for the Navy for some time. In his .report the ‘com- 
mander-in-chief expresses his opinion that the California 
was able to make the record because she started on the 
trip with a perfectly clean bottom. The condition of her 
bottom, and in fact the bottoms of a number of other 
ships that have been watched, has had so much to do 
with the consumption of coal that it has been recom- 
mended that all ships in the Navy, before leaving their 
yards, should have their bottoms scraped. It is urged 
that it would proye a great measure of economy in the 
saving of fuel to clean the bottoms of the ships in the 
Navy whenever it is possible. The reports that are 
reaching the Navy Department of what has been accom- 
plished toward the reduction of the Navy’s fuel bill, and 
the increasing of the efficiency of the ship by engineering 
contests, shows, as one officer expressed it, that “the 
value of past performances is of little use in reckoning 
the steaming radius of the fleet at present.” The radical 
change in the steaming record began in October of 1909. 
At that time the best record was 2.66 knots per ton at 
thirteen knots per hour. This, when compared with the 
California’s record of 3.56 knots per ton at-the same 
speed, shows what has been accomplished. Of course it 
would be unfair to compare the fuel bill of the Navy for 
the year of 1910 with that of 1909 or 1908. In 1908 
and 1909 the fleet made the trip around the world. But, 
to go back to 1907, the statistics at the Navy Department 
show that it cost the Government $40,000 less to furnish 
fuel for twenty-eight battleships in 1910 than for nine- 
teen battleships in 1907. 


The cost sheet which has been prepared by the Com- 
missary Department of the Army shows that there has 





been an advance in the cost of rations for the Army, 


during the past three years. In 1908 the average cost 
per ration for the Army was 18.81 cents; in 1909, 21.05 


cents, and in 1910, 21.44. More than this, in all prob- © 


ability the average cost per ration for the Army in 1911 
will advance to 23 cents. As might be expected, ithe 
average | cost. of a. ratign in. the..Department of “the 
Columbia, which includes Alaska, was the highest.. The 
average in Alaska itself was 38.79 cents, which brought 
the average in the Department of the Columbia up to 
25.05 cents. The lowest average was obtained in the 
Department of the Missouri, where it was 19.51 cents. 
The following was the average cost of the ration in 
the different departments for 1910: Department of Cali- 
fornia, 21.14 cents; Department of the Colorado, 20.76 
cents; Department of Dakota, 20.87 cents; Department 
of the East, 21.22 cents; Department of the Gulf. 21.74 
cents; Department of the Lakes, 20.12 cents; Depart- 
ment of Texas, 21.04 cents; the Philippines Division, 
22.85 cents; transports, 22.82 cents. 





As has been previously announced in these columns, 
Secretary Meyer has. been gradually taking from active 
duty the retired officers of the Navy. By the detachment 
of Rear Admiral Stephen B. Luce, U.S.N., retired, from 
duty at the Naval War College this week, the number of 
retired officers on active duty was reduced to forty-one. 
By the first of January there will be only thirty-five 
retired officers on active duty, When Secretary Meyer 


‘became the head of the Navy Department there were 126 


retired officers on active duty. Without disturbing the 
organization of the Department the Secretary has opened 
up the channel of natural flow of promotion to younger 
officers. To a degree he has accomplished without an Act 
of Congress that which is sought in the personnel legis- 
lation.

We publish under our Army head in this issue a 
general order directing a number of changes of stations 
to and from the Philippines and Honolulu and in the 
United States. The changes affect the Engineers, Cavalry, 

_ Field Artillery, Coast Artillery and Infantry. The move- 
ment begins Feb. 5, 1911, and extends along to 1912, 
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INTHRNATIONAL HORSE CONTHSTS. 

At the National Horse Show in Madison Square 
Garden, New York city, this week, the U.S. Army was 
an exhibitor. It sent a number of capable and clever 
officers to ride its mounts. These, along with the mili- 
tary chargers of England, Holland, France and Canada, 
all ridden by officers in their bright and many colored 
uniforms, lent life and color to the exhibition, which 
was appreciated by the large and brilliant assemblage. 
The jumping competition for officers was the chief attrac- 
tion and afforded a thrilling and spectacular sight. The 
U.S. Army entries received much attention. Lieut. Adna 
R. Chaffee, jr., who rode the brown gelding Connie in 
the last class of the evening, got nothing short of an 
ovation when he urged the clever little horse twice around 
the arena in perfect form without even clipping a fence 
with its hoofs. Deceive, however, another one of Uncle 
Sam’s horses, had a habit of sidling off over the fences, 
and kept the grooms on tenterhooks by his antics. 

Lieut. C. F. Walwyn, of the Royal Horse Artillery, 
was warmly applauded. Lieut. A. Van Gellicum, of the 
3d Cav., of Holland, rode a huge brown gelding, to which 
was awarded the blue ribbon, Lieutenant Chaffee taking a 
white. Lieut. Clifford Sifton, jr., of Canada, narrowly 
escaped serious injury when his horse crashed into the 
first fence. A slight misunderstanding as to what would 
be required of the officers’ charges in the competition 
for the Plaza Cup caused Lieut. Frank P. Barrett, 
N.G.N.Y., ‘no end of trouble and his chestnut stallion 
Artillery a defeat. Col. P. A. Kenna, V.C., D.S.O., rode 
Deliberation, and he deployed, passaged, wheeled and 
responded to the slightest pressure of heel or knee. He 
was picked to wear the red rosette. The judges picked 
Lieut. Gordon Johnston’s John Harper to wear the blue. 
The beautiful gelding is by imp, Brantone, and his dam 
is a daughter of the famous Longfellow. This gave first 
hdnors to the Americans, second to the British and third 
to the Dutch, as Lieutenant Coblyn, of the Royal Dutch 
Hussars, carried away the yellow rosette with his gelding 
Black Paddy. Rustin, just an ordinary horse in Uncle 
Sam’s service, and belonging to nobody in particular, 
gave a remarkably good performance in this class, and 
received an “H.C.” as a reward.

With the close of the program of events on Nov. 17 the 
international military jumping contests ended. These 
events have resulted in practically a clean sweep for the 
British officers, in which contests Lieutenants Walwyn 
and Brooke have signally distinguished themselves. The 
work of all the American and foreign officers has been 
one of the distinguishing features of the show. 

The international jumping contests were among the 
-most interesting and exciting features of the week’s 
program for officers in uniform riding two abreast. Barly 
in this event Lieut. Clifford Sifton, jr.. on The Wasp, 
tumbled headlong over the imitation stone wall. The 
young Canadian officer went down under the horse, which 
rolled over him. Lieutenant Sifton luckily escaped in- 
jury, and, picking himself up, completed the course with 
his companion, Capt. Douglas Young, on Ironside. Later 
in the evening Lieutenant Sifton competed again, 

The Hollanders, Lieut, H. Mathan and Lieut. A. Van 
Gellicum, were the winners of the cup presented by Mr. 
R. P. MeGrann. They were up on Held and Powerful. 
The Frenchmen, Baron de Meslon and Lieut. R. Mal- 
larme, were second with Amazone and Oka. English offi- 
cers took the remaining ribbons. The summaries are as 
follows:

A difference of opinion in the jumping of chargers 
caused some instructive comment. Lieutenant Barrett 
said his horse had won nine firsts and two seconds in 
the last two years, taking a second at London. In foreign 
countries he had been told that a charger is understood 
to be the horse of a dressy officer—a parade horse—and 
was not meant to be a jumper. Col. Lord Decies, one 
of the British team entered at the Garden. was quoted 
as saying this as to the requirements of an officer’s 
charger: “Without going into any discussion of the 
class, I may say that in England we believe a charger 
should be able to carry an officer wherever he may wish 
to go either in peace or in war. I know that in South 
Africa if my charger had not been able to clear an ob- 
stacle with a leap I would have often had a hard time 
of it with the Boers who were chasing us in skirmishes. 
Also I may say that in England we no longer regard 
the charger as an ornamental] horse.” 

As Ireland is famous for its saddle horses, our Cavalry 
experts will be surprised perhaps at the criticisms of 
American mounts made by Capt. T. Kennan, of Castle 
Knock county, Dublin. Ireland, who came to New York 
to act as a judge in the saddle horse class, but disagreed 
with his assistants and refused to act. Captain Kennan 














is an authority on saddle horses in‘ his own country. He 
is of the opinion that Americans, or at least New York- 
ers, know little about saddle horses and have few good 
ones. “The horses that people are riding in the park, 
and most of those that come before us at the show, are 
not saddle horses at all, but harness horses used for 
riding,” he is qpotes as saying. “One that canters cor- 
rectly and easily is almost a curiosity. I regard the 
eanter as the most important gait in a riding horse and I 
won’t be a party to giving a blue ribbon to any horse 
that can’t go the gait.” Captain Kennan favors the one 
judge.system and says that three men, each with a dif- 
ferent ideal, must make inconsistent awards. 

Mr. Joseph W. Harriman, one of the directors of the 
National Horse Show Association, gave a dinner at the 
Union Club, New York city, Nov. 14, in compliment to 
the visiting army officers taking part. There were four 
civilians seated at the table, Walter Winans, of London; 
Ledyard Cogswell, J. L. Harriman and Jay F. Carlisle. 
Col. Danied Appleton, 7th N.G.N.Y., represented the 
National Guard. The English officers present included 
Lord Decies. Col. P. A. Kenna, V.C., D.S.O.,. Lieut. 
Geoffrey Brooke, Lieut. C. F. Walwyn, Royal Horse Art., 
Lieut. Anson Thornton, 7th Hussars. and Lieut. 
Walter Brooke, Yorkshire Light Art. The Dutch officers 
were Lieut. A. Van Gellicum and Lieutenant Coblyn, 
hoth of the 3d ‘Holland Cav., and Lieut. H. Mathon, 
Royal Dutch Hussars. The French officers were Lieuts. 
Baron F, de Meslon and H. Jollibois, of the 4th Dragoons, 
and Lieut. H. J. R. Mellarme, 1st Dragoons. Repre- 
senting the Canadian forces were the Hon. Clifford Sifton, 
Lieut. Clifford Sifton, jr., Lieut. Winfield B, Sifton and 
Capt. D. Douglas Young, and the representatives of the 
American Army included Lieut. Gordon Johnston, 7th

ARMY OFFICERS’ STEEPLECHASE. 


Not the least interesting feature of the second meeting 
of the United Hunts Racing Association at Belmont Park 
Terminal, New York city, on Noy. 13, was the address 
of Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant just before the last 
race, General Grant began by thanking August Belmont 
and the Association for all they had done toward pro- 
moting the sport, and then went on to predict that af- 
fairs of the kind would arouse much interest in Army 
circles, which, the General thought, would be wel) repre- 
sented at future meetings. He said the standard of 
horses in the Army is too low, and that the time is not 
far distant when the Service will be able to boast of 
better mounts. Among the officers present were Lieut. 
Gordon Johnston, Lieut. F. P. Lahm, Lieut. James E. 
Shelley, Lieut. Edgar M. Whiting, Lieut. Adna R. 
Chaffee, jr., Lieut. J. V. Spring, jr., Lieut. I. S. Martin, 
Lieut. Ellis Swift, Lieutenant Rockwell, Capt. R. G. 
Paxton, Capt. George Vidmer, Capt. G. Cushman, Capt. 
Robert R. Wallach, Lieut, C. G. Treat and Col. P. S. 
Bomus, retired 

General Grant acted as one of the stewards during the 
running of the fifth race—the Westchester County Hunt 
Cup, Army Officers’ Steeplechase. The distance was 
about two miles, over post and rail course, and five 
horses faced the starter. In every instance lieutenants 
had the mottnt. Marmion, with Lieutenant Shelley up, 
was an 8 to 5 favorite, but the black gelding of unknown 
pedigree never appeared prominently after Lieutenant 
Shelley lost a stirrup early in the race. Bill Stone, with 
Lieutenant Martin up, bolted shortly after the start, 
but thereafter the Loiterer gelding rain well, making up 
a lot of lost ground. The black gelding Deceive, ably 
ridden by Lieutenant Spring, won in a canter, fifteen 
lengths in front of Bill Stone. Wintry blasts swept over 
the field, chilling the spectators to the bone.

EQUITATION IN THE ARMY. 


The influence of the School of Equitation is being felt 
throughout the Army. At all the posts and forts a 
deeper interest in horsemanship is being taken than at 
any time since the organization of the Army. Officers 
are forming volunteer classes in equitation and are 
spending much of their time while off duty in riding and 
training their horses. At the Army Service School 
classes were formed for instruction under Capt. H. R. 
Richmond, 10th Cav., a recent graduate of the School 
of Equitation, beginning Nov. 2. The memorandum 
issued by General Funston provides as follows: 

The classes formed will be divided into two platoons, each 
of two sections. The 1st Platoon will ride on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays; the first section from 8:30 to 4:30 
p.m., and the second section from 4:30 to 5:30 p.m. Instruc- 
tion will be given at first on the McClellan saddle, later on 
the flat saddle. 

The 2d Platoon will rida on Tuesdays and Thursdays; the 
first section from 3:30 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. and the second 
section from 4:30 to 5:30 p.m. Instruction will be given on 
the flat saddle, and in horse training. 2 aii 

All officers on duty at the schools who desire to join the 
riding class will notify the Secretary, by returning the at- 
tached slip. The riding takes the place of the outdoor daily 
exercise for those who join the classes. t . 

The course of instruction in equitation to be given is based 
upon that of the Mounted Service School, but modified to 
suit the conditions here. Baa! 

The following points will be covered: (a) Bridling; (b) 
saddling: (c) mounting: (d) good seat (in McClellan sad- 
dle); (e) good seat (in flat saddle); (f) use of aids; (g) ex- 
planation of progressive system: for training and developing 
young horses; (h) explanation and illustration of use of 
cavasson and longe on young horse; (i) illustration saddling 
and mounting unbroken young horse; (k). suppling the 
haunches: (1) suppling the forehand; (m) two-track work; 





(n) bending lessons; (0) backing; (p) instruction in bitting;

There will be no ‘‘monkey drill,'’ bareback riding or 
bronco ‘‘busting.’’ 

Before jumping and in order to acquire a good seat, there 
will be short periods of riding without stirrups.. 

Public horses, suitably saddled and bridled and held in 
readiness in the riding hall at the appointed hour, will be 
provided for all officers. Private mounts may be ridden if 
officers so desire, and if the horse be suitable, in disposition 
and gaits, for class work. Such officers as are recommended 
for further instruction by the board convened to determine 
the qualifications of officers will be assigned to the Ist 
Platoon, but other officers may volunteer in that platoon. In 
so far as practicable the officer’s choice as to section and 
Platoon will be followed out. Should equalization become 
necessary for the benefit of all concerned the assignment to 
sections will be made by lot. 

Military riding was one of the most popular features 
of the horse show held in New York this week, and 
reported elsewhere in this number. Ali this is a stimulus 
to equitation, but what is even more important is in- 
struction in horsemanship, as it may be called; that is, 
the act of taking care of a horse so as to get the most 
out of him. This was a matter of first importance in the 
old days of Cavalry marches, such as that of Philip St. 
George Cooke, who carried his command across the coun- 
try some 3,000 miles from Fort Leavenworth to San 
Diego, Cal., subsisting his horses by grazing upon the 
way. This could only be done by a Cavalry command 
thoroughly instructed in the art of taking care of their 
horses. No horses, except those of the trumpeters, were 
saddled until just before the order to march was given, 
and the saddle was removed whenever possible; no man 
sat astride of his horse on the march except when in 
motion, and each horse was allowed to graze whenever 
the opportunity offered, even for a few moments. By 
thus sparing his horse this famous Cavalry commander 
was able to bring the larger part of his command in at 
the end of this long march in good condition. Horseman- 
ship includes not only equitation, but the art of choosing 
a horse and caring for him in the stable and on the 
march. Seeing officers engaged in practice marches 
sitting on their standing horses for a considerable length 
of time when not on the march does not accord with our 
ideas of that considerate regard for his beast which 
characterizes the true horseman. 


DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF CHIEF. 

Organization of a National Reserve different from the 
National Guard may be considered the chief topic in the 
annual report of Col, E. M. Weaver, U.S.A., Chief of 
the Division of Militia Affairs. He comes to the con- 
sideration of the necessity for such a body by noting the 
lack of uniformity in the training of the National Guard 
under the present system of giving to each state the 
direction of the training of its troops. If the existing 
state forces could be transferred to Federal control, 
making such an army as that of Switzerland, “satisfac- 
tory conditions would prevail.” The possibility of the 
present National Guard being opposed to such a Federal 
citizen soldiery is admitted, and also that such opposition 
would make any attempt to organize it wholly useless. 

Such a force of Federal citizen soldiers could be or- 
ganized only under the power of Congress granted by the 
Constitution to raise and support armies, and it would 
have to be a part of the Army, and could not be any 
part of the state Militia. Colonel Weaver says his pro- 
posal is purely academic at present. Under his scheme 
the Regular Army might be regarded as divided into two 
branches, ain active branch kept constantly mobilized and 
filled to the limit now authorized by law, and the other 
reserves, to be called, say, the “National Reserves,” to 
consist of a body of citizen soldiery that in time of peace 
would receive trained soldiers, both commissioned and en- 
listed, from the active Regular Army on one side and the 
National Guard on the other, and would serve as a body 
to receive all who had had military training in the 
Regular and Militia forces, but who, while wishing to 
give up active training, would desire to make themselves 
available for military service in time of national danger. 
It would keep such in hand, organized for war service, in 
appropriate units. Very little drill or training would be 
required to mobilize such trained reserves. 

Instead of such a force injuring the National Guard, 
Colonel Weaver thinks it would attract to the Militia 
a personnel that is not now influenced to enter its ranks, 
and would tend to increase the military spirit throughout 
the United States. As such a body would supplement 
and work harmoniously with the Militia as now provided, 
it is not evident why there should be any opposition 
from the latter. In time of war for mobilization we 
would have 100,000 Regulars and, at first, about the same 
number of National Reserves, with a force of about 
200,000 of the National Guard. The first line of defense 
then might consist of a mingling of these three; that is, 
a brigade might consist of one Regular Army regiment, 
one National Reserve regiment and one regiment of the 
National Guard. The report gives in tabular form the 
arrangement for full divisional mobilization. 

Turning to things as they are now, Colonel Weaver 
says that the past year was in some respects the most 
important in the National Guard in reference to the 
progress made toward efficiency for field service. “A 
longer step was taken toward a standard of field service, 
efficiency in regard to each one of the items, organization, 
armament and training, than ever before in the same 
length of time.” In the last year all the more important 
irregularities of organizations noted in previous reports 
were removed. ile it is true that the Guard now 
conforms practically to the Regular Army, it must also 
be admitted that “the field efficiency of the Guard varies 
from that of a high standard to a very low one.” The 
question of uniform instruction of the Guard throughout 
the United States appears to Colonel Weaver as an 
almost. if not quite, indeterminate problem. Section 
1661, Rev. Stat., ought to prescribe remuneration to the 





adjutants general for the time and attention given to . 


matters entirely of Federal concern. The subject of pay 
for National Guardsmen, the reports says, has not un- 
divided support in the Militia, as many hold that com- 
pensation would rob the Service of its highest element, 
that of pure patriotism, and that a lower type of duty 
and a lower type of soldier would result. . Without 
taking sides with either party, the report says that the 
wishes of both might be met by the formation of the 
National Reserve. 

The last year was marked by the first definite step 
toward combining the National Guard with the Regular 
Army in a tactical way in time of peace for mobilization 
for field service operations in time of war, through the 
three divisions embracing the states of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut and New York. Twenty pages of the report 
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are given to an organization into divisions of the other 
states of the Union, put forward only tentatively. The 
deficiencies of units are thus ‘made plain, and these defi- 
ciencies must be made up before these divisions can be 
formed. ‘ ; 

In equipment the National Guard still shows defects. 
The poor condition of the rifles seems to be due to a 
lack of instruction of the men.. One of the- most notable 
reforms of the year was the issue of the uniform march- 
ing shoe to a number of states. The National Guard 
appears to be waking up to the fact “that military 
efficiency depends more upon a suitable foot covering than 
upon any other item.” In some states orders prescribe 
that shoes be kept in the armory locker as an integral 
part of the uniform. 

The creation of a number of machine-gun companies in 
Infantry regiments was also accomplished in the year. 
It is hoped that in the course of the present fiscal year 
all such companies, existing or to be created, can be 
supplied with the Benét-Mercier gun adopted by the 
Regular Army. Of the fifty-one field batteries in the 
National Guard all have been supplied with the new 
field artillery material except seven. The great deficiency 
is the lack of trained horses. Care of the new artillery 
equipment by the Militia shows a marked improvement 
over 1909. 

More practical field instructién was undertaken in the 
summer of 1909 than ever before. Much space in the 
report is given to the instruction of officers of the Na- 
tional Guard, and Colonel Weaver says that the officers 
of the Army who had this teaching in charge “deserve 
special commendation.” Reports are printed from the 
officers in charge of the various schools of instruction, 
and. as they contain valuable recommendations, are of 
much value. Especially are singled out Capt. W. S. 
MeNair. 6th Field Art., Capt. E. E. Booth, 7th Cav., 
Capt. W. Goff Caples, Corps of Engrs., and Capt. William 
M. Cruikshank, Signal Corps, for their work in instruc- 
tion. Massachusetts and Wisconsin are said in the report 
to have the best correspondence schools for officers and 
enlisted men. 

The report says that the War Department should give 
special attention to the desire of the states to have only 
officers from the active list, and particularly officers 
recently graduated from the Service schools, as in- 
structors of National Guard officers and: men. 

Last year, for the first time, non-commissioned officers 
were on duty with the states, and, as a whole, their 
work proved satisfactory. The question of collateral 
employment of such instructing non-coms. is discussed 
in the report, kinds of work unsuitable for such non- 
coms. being described. 

All the seaboard states have made provision for Coast 
Artillery except New Jersey, Delaware and Louisiana, 
and the action of New Jersey, Colonel Weaver says, is 
“rocretted.’” An approvriation for the equipment of 
armories of Coast Artillery reserves is urgently recom- 
mended. 

In reply to some Nnewspaver assertions that the Na- 
tional Guard is being worked too hard at camps of 
instruction in being held up to Army standards, the 
report says a complete answer lies in the fact that no 
such standards were set up. The work at all the schools 
and joint camns of instruction has been adjusted to the 
mildest possible amount of vhysical exertion consistent 
with an adequate amount of instruction. At the same 
time, the Department could not approve such an attitude 
toward recreation as that taken by a certain commander 
of an Artillery district in suspending instruction in coast 
defense for a whole day to enable the officers and men 
of the Militia to go on a fishing excursion. 

In referring to the G.O. of the War Department pro- 
hibiting presents to officers or men of the Army who may 
be assigned to the Guard. Colonel Weaver says that, 
while the sentiment in these cases is “healthy, and even 
laudable,” the practice is liable to grave abuse. Coming 
to his own office, Colonel Weaver believes that an officer 
should be.there in charge of matters pertaining to the 
organization. equipment and instruction of the personnel 
of the administrative and supply staffs of the Militia. 
This request shows how the work of the Division is 
developing. and how its needs increase as it more and 
more enters into the effective direction of the state troops. 
The usual interesting comments of officers assigned to 
state troops accompany the report. 


PANAMA CANAL COMPLETION, 1913. 


Press despatches of Nov. 15 from Panama announced 
that President Taft, then on the Isthmus, had been 
informed that the Canal would be ready on Dec. 1, 1913, 
although the official date of the opening remains Jan. 1, 
1915, Colonel Goethals desiring one year in which to 
train the canal tenders and get the machinery working 
smoothly. Ships in the mean time will have the privilege 
of the Canal, but at their own risk of delays incident to 
inexperienced operation. Col. Goethals also announced that 
the cost would be within the $375,000,000 authorized. 
Mr. Taft congratulated Lieutenant Colonel Goethals on 
the progress of the Canal, and expressed amazement at 
the amount of work accomplished since his visit to the 
Isthmus in February, 1909. The President was greatly 
‘surprised. however, at the immensity of the dam, exclaim- 
ing, “This is a mountain, not a dam!” The visit of 
President Taft has utterly dispelled any fears gained 
from sensationalists respecting the stability of the dam 
base, which is half a mile wide, and so gradually sloped 
that it could never be recognized as a dam. 

A party of sixty-five of the foremost engineers of the 
country, who spent a week in inspecting the Canal, ap- 
proved of it in every respect, as a lock canal instead of 
a sea level canal, as to the Gatun Dam, which they declare 
to be the only way to deal with the floods, and as to the 
unimportance of the Culebra Cut slides. ' 

“We are unanimous in our praise of the manner in 
which sanitation, transportation and construction are 
performed with rapidity, skill and economy,” says the 
report. “A spirit of loyal emulation, industry and pride 
seems to animate employees and officers alike. This

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ATLANTIC BATTLESHIP FLEET. 


The ‘four divisions of the Atlantic Fleet, under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, sailed 
from the Atlantic coast Nov. 3, and on Nov. 14, when 
off the Scilly Isles, the Second Division, consisting of the 
Louisiana, Kansas, New Hampshire and South Carolina, 
under Rear Admiral C. E. Vreeland, were detached in 
order to proceed to Cherbourg, France, where it anchored 
the same day. _ d 

The First Division of the fleet, with Rear Admiral 
Schroeder, the commander-in-chief, and consisting of the 
Connecticut, Delaware, Michigan and North Dakota, 
arrived at Torquay Noy. 15, and dropped anchor at 
Weymouth, Mngland, next day. : 

The Third Division, consisting of the Minnesota, Idaho, 
Mississippi and Vermont, under Rear Admiral Joseph B. 
Murdock, was also detached off the Scilly Isles, to pro- 
ceed to Gravesend, England, where the ships anchored 
Nov. 16. 

The Fourth Division, under Rear Admiral Thomas: B. 
Howard, and consisting of the Georgia, Nebraska, Rhode 
Island and Virginia, arrived at Brest, France, Nov. 15. 

All the vessels arrived at their several destinations 
on the date scheduled. ‘The fleet took a southern route, 
on account of there being thus less likelihood of fog and 
better chance for drill and maneuvers, and the various 
divisions were in wireless communication at all times 
during the voyage. 'The vessels contended with a hurri- 
cane from the West Indies the first four days out, and 
then had fair weather for ten days. The last three days 
heavy westerly gales were met with. No vessels were 
sighted until the Scilly Isles were reached. During the 
last days of the voyage the Georgia took seas aboard 
which flooded the wardroom, cabins and other parts of 
the ship. J. G. Smith, quartermaster, was injured, his 
collarbone being broken by a wave coming aboard the 
quarterdeck. The compass was washed away. . All the 
Fourth Division ships suffered slight damage from 
the storm, rolling fifty-seven degrees. 

By the aid of the wireless equipment quite a number of 
officers were enabled during the voyage to keep in daily 
communication with their wives and friends aboard 
vessels in the “steamship lane” to the ‘northward, and 
arrangements were made to meet in London or Paris or 
the other ports of call of the four divisions. 

Prior :to leaving New York Rear Admiral Schroeder 
requested the U.S. consuls at Havre, Brest and Wey- 
mouth to arrange for special trains to carry parties of 
sailors to Paris and London. In London the music halls 
and theaters are offering to place seats at the disposal of 
officers and men alike. The Pilgrims’ Club entertains 
the officers on the night of Nov. 18, while the American 
Society also is planning a banquet.’ 

A Herald correspondent says: “It is amusing to note 
that the ‘middies’ were the first to apply for leave, and 
have invariably given their addresses at exclusive 
hostleries patronized by royalty, while the older officers 
seek more modest apartments.” 

When the First Division arrived in Portland Harbor 
(Weymouth) is used the moorings which had been vacated 
by the second division of the British Home Fleet in order 
to accommodate the Americans, who had steamed from 
their overnight anchorage in Tor Bay. Four navigators 
from the British fleet were sent aboard destroyers to 
take the visiting ships to their berths inside the break- 
water. 

“The majestically grim and forbidding American war- 
ships,” says a Herald correspondent, “déntered the harbor 
in perfect alignment, escorted. by the British destroyer 
Kennett. ‘Within the harbor lay the ships of the British 
home fleet. including the Dreadnought, the- flagship of 
Admiral Sir William May; the Téméraire, the St. Vin- 
cent, the Bellerophon, the Collingwood, the Vanguard, 
the Sunerb ahd the Agamemnon.” As the division en- 
tered the Connecticut fired the national salute, followed 
by seventeen guns for Admiral May’s flag, which was 
answered gun for gun by the land batteries and the 
British flagship Dreadnought. The Stars and Stripes 
were mastheaded on the Dreadnought and the white 
ensign was sent up on the Connecticut. ‘ 

Admiral May boarded the Connecticut, and Rear 
Admiral Schroeder later returned the visit, the usual 
honors being accorded. In the afternoon Rear Admiral 
Schroeder and Admiral May went ashore and went by 
automobile to the Nautical Exhibition at Weymouth, 
where the former was. presented to Princess Henry of 
Rattenberg.. Weymouth is wide open. for the Americans. 
The naval canteen and hospital at Portland have been 
placed at the disposal of the Americans during their 
stay. The use of the recreation grounds has been given 
them, and they will be entertained by the corporation 
of ve Sailing and boat matches have been ar- 
ranged. 

The greetings at Cherbourg extended by the French 
naval officers to the Americans are most. cordiale Much 
comment is aroused by the woven steel masts on the.U.S. 
vessels at each port. e officers and men have arranged 
to visit Paris and see all the sights. Rear Admiral 
Vreeland, of the Second Division, accompatnied by his flag 
lieutenant, exchanged calls with Vice Admiral Bellue, the 
Maritime Prefect, aboard the French battleship Charles 
Martel, and the military and civil officers of the port. 
Comdr. F. L. Chapin. U.S.. Naval Attaché at. Paris, 
visited the Louisiana Noy. 16. French and American 
sailors began taking in the sights the first day, and 
enioving each other’s attempts at French and English. 

The vessels of the Third Division passed Tilbury Fort, 
en route to Gravesend, through a veil of drifting fog 
obscuring the Thames. Buildings were gay with bunting, 
the Stars and Stripes fluttering in all the streets, and 
the whole town was out to bid welcome. As soon as the 
Minnesota was made fast to her moorings the Mayor of 
Gravesend, resplendent in his mayoral robes and preceded 
bv the mace bearer, formally visited Rear Admiral 
Murdock and offered the hospitality of Gravesend to the 
officers and men, outlining the series of dinner. receptions 
and smoking concerts which have been planned:

NAVY AVIATION, 


It was practically demonstrated off Norfolk, Va., on 
Nov. 14, that an aeroplane can make a successful flight 
from a warship even under unfavorable conditions. Mr. 
Eugene B. Ely, in a Curtiss biplane, arose from an in- 
clined platform built on the forward deck of the scout 
cruiser Birmingham in the presence of many officers 
aboard, and landed scfely on a beach about two and half 
miles away, where Capt. W. I. Chambers, U.S.N., and-a 
party of naval officers went out from the Birmirigham 
to pick up and bring back the aviator. He had been in 
the air. between four and five minutes and at an altitude 
of ..some 200 feet. As the aeroplane arose clear of the 
ship’s bow at the start of the flight it first dropped lower 
and lower, and then, with a splash, hit the water. Then 
it arose little by little umtil it had reached a height of 

50.‘feet or more, when it made a straight flight for the 
faintly discernible shore line toward Norfolk. The 
biplane, when it struck the water, had its propeller some- 
what damaged. Mr. Ely, Captain Chambers and other 
officers of the Navy assembled on board the to oboat 
destroyer Roe. Expressions of satisfaction at the flight 
were heard all around, and the practicability of the flying 
machine for service with naval vessels had been demon- 
strated beyond doubt. Captain Chambers and others 
spoke particularly of the advantage of the aeroplane for 
use with the swift scout cruisers of the Chester, Birming- 
ham and Salem type. In speaking of his flight, Mr. Ely 
said: “I was simply completely lost. It was a very dark 
day, anyway, and the rain and mist, added to the salt 
water spray, had blinded me. By the time I had wiped 
my goggles and could get my bearings I found myself 
making for a beach, and choosing a convenient spot near 
the Hampton Roads Yacht Club I landed. I landed with 
no trouble. Had it been necessary I could have started 
the machine up again and tried to fly back to where I 
cm care 

It having been demonstrated by the experiment o: 
Birmingham that it is possible to fly ge, ah — 
the deck of a battleship, the Navy Department is now 
working out the problem of how an aeroplane can light 
on a ship. This matter is in charge of Capt. W. I 
Chambers, U.S.N. A number of suggestions have been 
made, but so far nothing that seems to be of a practical 
nature has been brought forth. So far as the Navy is 
concerned, the aviator is in about the same position that 
Darius Green was in his flying machine, when he observed 
that flying. was all right, but the trouble comes when 
you light. It is evident that some system must be 
developed by which an aviator, after soaring around in 
the air, may be able to come back to the vessel. It would 
scarcely be practicable for him to light on the water, even 
if he could be equipped with floats that would keep him 
—_ of pti en ; 

_ Secretary of the Navy Meyer, who is deeply interes 

in aviation, on November 17 sent a letter pr foeanion ry 
tion and commendation to Aviator Bly. “On behalf 
of the Navy,” Mr. Meyer says, “I desire to thank you 
for the services you have performed gratuitously in 
demonstrating the possibility of using an aeroplane from 
a ship in connection with the problem of naval scouting. 
So far as is now known at this Department you are the 
first aviator in the world to have accomplished this feat. 
Your achievement, which was actuated by purely zealous 
and patriotic motives, is much appreciated.” 


PURITAN TEST OF HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 

In compliance with the Hobson amendment ‘to the 
Naval Appropriation bill, the Navy Department made a 
test of high explosive charges against the side of “an 
actual vessel” at Norfolk on Nov. 15. “The actual 
vessel” was the Puritan, and the test was hailed as a 
success by William P. Isham, who has for seven or eight 
years been agitating the question of using high explosives 
on the exterior of a war vessel. Although the charge 
used is the largest charge of explosive gelatine that has 
ever been used, the Puritan was far from being wrec 
as the report following shows. Even if she bea oo 
blown to pieces by the explosive gelatine, we cannot see 
that the experiment would have added any information 
of value in actual warfare. Of course, it would be im- 
possible to explode 200 pounds of gelatine against the 
side of an enemy’s battleship as this was done in the 
tests on the Puritan, and anybody can catch a bird by 
putting salt on its tail. Some five or six years ago the 
Ordnance Department bléw up a 12-inch gun in an un- 
successful attempt to discharge a. shell invented by Mr. 
Isham filled with explosive gelatine. Even the Coast 
Artillery reached the conclusion that the explosive was 
too sensitive to be of use in warfare. It would be more 
dangerous to the army that would use explosive gelatine 
than to the enemy. Similar experiments have been 
made by other countries, and experts all agree in the 
conclusions reached by the Ordnance Department of the 
Army. ‘The only new fact that was developed by the ex- 
periment is that the explosion of the compound against 
the outside of the vessel produces a more serious effect 
than was generally supposed it would. Still, if the effect 
of the explosion had been even more disastrous naval 
authorities would not be convinced that such a sensitive 
compound as explosive gelatine could be used. 

The subjoined is the official report on the test: 

1. The test of high explosive charges against the side and 
turret armor of the Puritan was made in accordance. with 
a provision of the Naval Appropriation bill for 1910-11, 
which required that such an attack. should be made: against 
an actual ship, and specified both the character of the ex- 
plosive to be used and the weight of the charges. 

2. The explosive was that known as ‘‘explosive gelatine,’’ 
well known as the most powerful of all the nitro-glycerine 
compounds used for military or blasting purposes, and one 
of the most sensitive of such compounds. The charge was in 
each casé, 200 pounds, which is believed to be the largest 
charge of this explosive ever detonated. : 

8. The Puritan was selected for the test, because, although 
much weaker in resisting power than a modern battleship, 
she was perfectly available and was considered to present 
more: favorable all-around conditions for the test than any 
other ship which could wisely be used at this time, it being 
recognized that a test so extreme as this one could not fail 
to result in damages serious enough to. call for repairs which 
might cover considerable time. The turret. armor of the 
Puritan has a thickness of eight inches, as against twelve and 
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fourteen inches in battleships of-latest design, and the-side. - 


armor, at the point attacked, was ten inches thick, tapering 
to five inches at: the lower edge of the belt. The Puritan's 
belt «a " extémds. only about three feet)below the normal. 
water lin@ jend' only. two and ore-half feet below the existing 
— line at the time of the test. ’ 

. The explosion against the turret armor set back the 
plate agaimst Which the charge was p! y dishing it con- 
siderably <and opening a number -of deep eracks, some of 
which ‘probably extend through the plate..

5. With regard to this test it amajf-be said that, as far as 
is apparent et the present+time, the turret was.not in any. 
sense vitally damaged, 

The second charge, against the armor -belt, buckled the 
plate against which the attack was directed, springing the 
ends of the plate outward and opening up the seams at the 
ends. The lower edge of the plate was also buckled outward, 
opening up .a.longitudinal seam below. water,-and starting a 
bad leak through which the watertight compartment affected 
was rapidly flooded. It is impossible to say what damage was 
done, below the armor belt, but there is no indication that 
this was sericus. The narrowness of. the armor plate un- 
doubtedly contributed very largefy to the’ result produced. 
The wider plates of a battleship’s belt would have resisted 
buckling more effectually, and the longitudinal bulkhead which 
exists in al]-modern ships would have confined the flooding 
within narrow limits. As a-result of the leaks, which in the 
Puritan gave free access of water to the whole of a large 
compartment running entirely across. the ship, the stern of the 
ship settled about twelve inches, and at low water seemed to 
touch bottom, the depth of water being only one foot in ex- 
cess of the draft of the ship. With a rising: tide the ship 
floated, showing that the reserve buoyancy of the after com- 
partment. was ample for taking care of the leak. 

7. The ship will be docked as soon as. possible and carefully 
examined. , 

8. While the attack to which she was subjected is such as 
would never be duplicated under practical conditions of war- 
fare, it is probable: that important lessons can be drawn 
from the results: in connection with the manner of backing 
armor to secure the maximum resistance to buckling and dis- 
lodgment under any kind of attack. 

Professional wreckers will salvage the monitor Puritan, 
upon which the explosive gelatine tests were conducted. 
This course was decided upon Nov. 17, after:a conference 
between Assistant Secretary Winthrop and Rear Admiral 
Walker, commandant of Norfolk Navy Yard: 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS.. 


The U.S. cruiser Des Moines sailed from Lisbon, 
Portugal, Nov. 15, for Gibraltar. The crew were greatly 
pleased to leave, as for some time no shore leave was 
granted to them owing to the prevalence of smallpox in 
the city. 

The U.8.S. gunboats Wheeling, Commander Eberle, 
and the Petrel, Commander Taylor, arrived at Hamilton, 
Bermuda, Nov. 15, en route to Portsmouth, N.H., where 
they are due about Nov. 28. 

The U.S.S. Wheeling reports that on Nov. 11, in lati- 
tude 31° 46’ N., longitude 50° 16’ W., 745. miles east 
of Bermuda, she spoke the German steamer Cheruskia, 
of the Hamburg-American Line, disabled with a lost 
propeller, Oct. 28, bound for New York from the Persian 
Gulf, under sail since the accident. She averages four- 
teen miles daily south by west true. The Wheeling was 
unable to tow the steamer. owing to her small size and 
insufficient coal supply. The Cheruskia’s large hawsers 
were broken by a British steamer attempting to tow 
on Nov, 2. »'Fhe Cheruskia was making good weather 
and has four weeks’ provisions. The Wheeling supplied 
some extra provisions. 

The U.S.S. Perkins has been ordered placed in commis- 
sion at the navy yard, Boston, Mass.,.as soon as 
practicable, 

The Patapsco, now at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., 
will leave about Nov. 26 for Hampton Roads for duty 
with the Fifth Division of the Atlantic Fleet during 
target practice of that division, which will take place 
about Der. 1. 

The Solace will remain at the navy yard, New York, 
until Nov. 30. 

The orders to the collier Justin to proceéd from the 
navy: yard. Mare Island, to Amapala, Honduras, have 
beenannulled. 

Upon the completion of repairs of the Vicksburg at 
Mare Island she will proceed to San Francisco, and 
remain until about Jan. 1, when she will probably proceed 
to Central America to relieve the Yorktown. 

The announcement is made in British naval circles that 
early in 1911.a British flotilla ef submarines will be sent 
to Hong Kong and permanently stationed there. Other 
flotillas of the same craft will be sent later to Gibraltar 
and other stations. 

A fire broke ovt aboard the battleship Kentucky, now 
at the: Norfolk Navy Yard for extensive repairs. The 
blaze: was finally located in a ‘pile of sawdust left by 
workmen, and was put out without damage. 

The trophy for excellence in torpedo and gun fire was 
unveiled on board the destroyer Reid, Lieut. Comdr. J. 
8. Doddridge commanding.’ at San Juan, P.R., Nov. 16. 
The Dixie left San Juan Nov. 16, and the destroyers left 
Nov. 17, to arrive at Trinidad at the same hour. The 
destroyers are trying to run 560 miles at twenty-three 
knots. The fleet commander will be aboard the Smith on 
the trip. During the stay at San Juan the officers of the 
fleet were delightfully entertained’ by both the civil and 
military authorities. 

Wreckers, using the Arbuckie compressed air system, 
will again try and raise the converted cruiser Yankee 
from the bottom of Buzzards Bay.

GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, N.Y. Harbor, Nov. 17, 1910.. 

The first annual commemorative service of the Veteran 
Artillery Corps and Military Society of the War of 1812 
was held in the chapel of St. Cornelius the Centurion, Gov- 
ernors Island, on Sunday afternoon, Nov. 13, and was an 
impressive military and ecclesiastical function. This service 
has been instituted by the Veteran Artillery Corps under 
authority of the Secretary of War in memory of the departed 
comrades who served with honor in the Army and Navy of 
the United States of America, and in the Militia of the State 
of New York, in ‘the war of the Revolution and in later 
national wars; and this year is in special memory of their 
late beloved commandant, the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., son of 
Major Gen. John Adams Dix. and rector of Trinity parish, 
New York, who was for eighteen years the commandant of 
the Corps. Invitations for this service were issued by Major 
Gen. F. D. Grant. 

Among those participating were many prominent New York- 
ers and most of the Regular Army officers stationed on Gov- 
ernors Island and a number from the forts in the harbor. 
Wearing the uniform of the men who fought in the earlier 
wars, the members of the Veteran Corps and of the Society 
and their military guests, in full dress uniform, arrived on 
the General Hancock at Governors Island at 3 o’clock. Gen- 
eral Grant, his personal aids, the Department ofthe East 


staff officers and the commanding and other officers of the - 


29th U.S. Infantry received them with full military honors. 
A double file of enlisted men of the 3d’ Battalion, 29th 
Inf., was drawn up, extending from the boat to the chapel, 
and the column of officers, the Veteran Corps and —s 
members of the National Guard and military societies passe 
between them, the soldiers presenting arms in turn as the 
head of the column approached. At the head of the column 
marched the band of the 29th Infantry. Next came the uni- 
formed members of the Corps and Society, followed by Gen- 
eral Grant and his staff; then came members of the National 
Guard and representatives of military societies and distin- 
guished civilians, members of the corporation of Trinity 
church and others. Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, who succeeded 
the late Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix as commander, of the Veteran 
Corps, marched at the head of the uniformed visitors, with 
Capt. Charles E. Warren as adjutant. wt ’ 
Arriving at the chapel, the members of the patriotic socie- 
ties stood with drawn swords while General Grant, the Regu- 
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lar officers and the civilians filed by. into the flag-canopied 
chapel, then took the seats directly in front. of the chancel. 

The services were conducted by the Rev. Dr. William T. 
Manning, Dr. Dix’s successor as rector of Trinity; the Rev. 
Edmund Banks Smith, chaplain of Governors Island, and 
the Rev, Frank Landron Humphreys, chaplain of the Veteran 
Corps. In the course of his address Dr. Manning referred 
feelingly to the patriotism and good citizenship that had 
marked the career of Trinity’s late rector. The service was 
the regular evensong of the Episcopal Church, with special 
anthems and hymns under: the direction of Capt. A. F, Halpin, 
choirmaster, accompanied by the organ and regimental band. 
Following the another the color guard of the Corps advanced 
to position in the choir and the colors were saluted, the 
large congregation standing and six trumpeters sounding ‘‘To 
the Colors,’’ after which the colors were deposited at the 
altar, where they remained till the close of the service.

One captain of that regi- 
ment at that time is now Brig. Gen. Butler D. Price, retired, 
The Cairo, Washington, D.C. Inquiries regarding enlisted 
men should be made direct to the Adjutant General, your 
question specific and reason for making inquiry stated. 

P. J. L.—Travel in the Philippine Archipelago, the Ha- 
waiian Archipelago, the home waters of the United States 
and between the United States and Alaska shall not be re- 
garded as sea travel and shall be paid for at the rates estab- 
lished by law for land travel. See A.R. 1398, 1908. For 
sea travel to or from the United States other than that be- 
tween United States and Alaska actual transportation is 
furnished. 

M. F. C.—Your statement of service, 1894-1899, is too in- 
definite for us to determine your title to a Spanish War 
badge. See G.O. 129, Aug. 13, 1908, which gives full in-’ 
formation. If you had any of the war service specified under 
section (c) of that order, and are now in the Service, you 
may claim the badge. 

C. H. V.—Discharges by favor are illegal and will not be 
granted, except under the conditions set forth in Par, 9 of 
G.O. 13, 1909, which provides for discharge of man in the 
event of the death of a parent, leaving the other solely de- 
pendent on the soldier for support. 

R. T.—There is an increasing demand in both military 
and civil life for wireless operators. No rate of pay is given 
in the Army pay table for such operators, but a’ communica- 
tion addressed to the Chief Signal Officer will no doubt give 
you the information you seek. Pacific coast inquiries as to 
commercial opportunities may be made at Seattle, Tacoma, or 
San Francisco, of the Marconi Company. 

E. T. O.—To be entitled to the bonus you must have been 
discharged a private or musician. 

CONSTANT READER.—The list of Marine Corps sergeants 
major, quartermaster sergeants, first sergeants and gunnery 
sergeants was published in our issue of Oct. 29. There are 
about 770 corporals in the corps; the law allows 862. 

F. G. B.—Our answer to C. A. B. regarding bonus is in 
accordance with the new Pay Manual. G.O. 196, 1908, was 
issued after and in accordance with the Comptroller’s de- 
cision of the intent of the pay law as to making up time 
absent without leave. 

R. C. W.—The order you refer to is the following extract 
from the Postal Guide of July, 1909: ‘‘Ordered, That leaves 
of absence without pay, in addition to the leave of absence 
with pay authorized by law, will be granted to postal em- 
ployees who are members of the National Guard when called 
upon to perform military duty by competent authority. The 
Department believes that the National Guard should be en- 
couraged in every way, and that it is feasible for postmasters 
to arrange the duties of employees so that leaves of absence 
to perform military duty may be granted without detriment 
to the Service.’’

Write to the office of the 
A.G, at Albany, for a copy of the order or circular governing 
examinations. 

M. J. L.—A man not over twenty-two next June would be 
eligible for admission to the Military Academy at that time. 
The offense committed by the youth four years ago might not 
come up against him, but should it, it is to be hoped, for his 
sake, that his ideas as to the utility of an elastic truth have 
completely changed, and that an honest acknowledgment of 
the wrong be made. Attention is called to G.O. 117, 1910, 
W.D., published in our issue of July 9, page 1347. 

J. ©. L.—As you were not discharged from the 34th In- 
fantry, U.S.V., until June 30, 1901, your detached service 
with the Scouts March to June, 1901, counts double toward 
retirement.

I en- 
listed Nov. 27, 1907. Answer: Time lost by reason of absence 
without leave in an enlistment which began prior to May 11, 
1908, does not have to be made up. See Pay Manual, 684, 
685. 

A. R. T.—For examination as a candidate for second lieu- 
tenancy in Philippine Scouts you should prepare yourself in 
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English grammar and spelling, arithmetic, geography, United 
States history, Army gulations and practical Infantry Drill 
Regulations. See G.O. 195, 1908, for further particulars. 

D. W. asks: (1) What is the proper way to secure em- 
ployment as steam shovel fireman on the Panama Canal, and 
to whom would I apply for this job? (2) Does an honorably 
discharged soldier stand any better show than a civilian?
